l His Excellency the Governor General desires the immediate attendance of this 
-= Honourable House in the Chamber of the Honourable the Senate. 
4 The House attended accordingly; and being returned, 
Mr. Speaker informed the House that he had received from the Honourable Mr. 
Justice Walsh and the Honourable Mr. Justice Simmons, two of the Judges selerted 
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for the trial of Election Petitions, pursuant to “ The Dominion Controverted Elec- 
tions Act,” a report relating to the Election for the Electoral District of Bow River, 
and the same was read as follows :— 


To the Honourable, 
The Speaker of the House of Commons of Canada: 


We, the undersigned being the two of His Majesty’s Justices of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta assigned to the trial of the under-mentioned election petition, hereby 
certify that on the 16th day of January, 1919, we heard the evidence adduced and the 
arguments of counsel in support of and in opposition to the petition of Jesse Elmer 
Gouge presented to the said Court praying that it might be determined and declared 
that the respondent Howard Hadden Halliday had not been nominated as a candidate 
at the election of a member to represent the Electoral District of Bow River in the 
House of Commons of Canada held on the 17th day of December, 1917, and that all 
votes given or purporting to have been given for the respondent at the said election 
were and are null and void, and that the respondent was not duly elected or returned 
and that the petitioner, Jesse Gouge, was duly elected at the said election. 

We further certify that, at the close of the said hearing, we reserved our judg- 
ment upon the same and that, on the 1st day of February, 1919, we gave our unani- 
mous decision dismissing the said petition with costs against the Petitioner, and from 
the said judgment no appeal has been taken. 

We append hereto a copy of the notes of the evidence taken upon the hearing of 
the said petition.

Sir Thomas White, by leave of the House, introduced a Bill No. 1, respecting 
the Administration of Oaths of Office, which was read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, That when the House did attend His Excellency the 
Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased to 
` make a speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mistakes, he had obtained 
a Copy, which he read to the House as follows :— j i 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


Since the last session of Parliament events have transpired of the highest conse- 
quence to the Empire and to Canada. After withstanding with steadfast valour 
repeated assaults pressed with the utmost vigour and determination, the Allied Forces, 
taking the offensive in all theatres of action, advanced to decisive and overwhelming 
victory. Upon terms of practically unconditional surrender on the part of the enemy, 
armistices were arranged and are now in effect, under which extensive strategic terri- 
tories have been evacuated, guns, munitions and other war material and supplies 
surrendered on a vast scale, and the greater part of the hostile fleets delivered up to 
the Allies. A Conference is now being held at Paris to determine the conditions upon 
which peace will be concluded. As the decisions of this Conference will be of vital 
importance to Canada as well as to other parts of the Empire, it is being attended by 
the Right Honourable the Prime Minister accompanied by others of my advisers. 

In the notable victories leading to the glorious issue accomplished by the arms of: 
the Allies, none of the forces engaged bore a more valorous or heroic part than those 
of Canada, whose achievements throughout the entire war have won imperishable 
renown for their country. It is most gratifying to be able to state that, in the final and 
decisive stages of the mighty struggle, our divisions in the field were maintained at > 
over-strength, and equipped in the highest degree with all the requirements of modern 
warfare. The appreciation and gratitude of the nation cannot be too earnestly and 
sincerely expressed to the gallant; members of the Canadian Expeditionary Force, 
whose sacrifices, sufferings and heroism have played so effectual a part in vindicating 
the cause of world-liberty and civilization. 
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Prior to the armistice, plans and preparations had been made for the return, 
demobilization and re-establishment in civil life, after the close of the war, of our 
soldiers with their dependents overseas. These are now in operation, and while this 
great undertaking presents, owing to after-war conditions, many difficulties and com- 
plications, it is confidently expected that it will be accomplished speedily and satis- 
factorily. 

Lnmediately upon the conclusion of the armistice, which necessarily involved the 
cessation of operations in the manufacture of munitions and in other essential war 
industries, steps were taken by my advisers to facilitate the readjustment of business, 
and to provide employment. Orders in Council embodying the measures adopted will 
be laid before you without delay. 

A Bill relating to the franchise, with such provisions as are necessary having 
regard to existing conditions, and providing among other things for effectually enab- 
ling women -+to vote, and conferring upon them the privilege of sitting-in Parliament, 
will be submitted for your consideration. 

Your attention will also be invited to Bills providing for aid in the construction 
of highways; for assisting returned soldiers in establishing themselves upon the land, 
and for promoting desirable immigration and farm settlement. 

Bills will also be submitted for the promotion of vocational education; for the 
creation of a Department of Public Health; for promoting better housing conditions 
throughout the Dominion by loans made for the purpose to the several Provincial 
Governments, and for the validation by Parliament of Orders in Council prohibiting 
the importation and manufacture of intoxicating beverages, and the transportation 
thereof into any community where their sale is contrary to law. Other necessary 
legislation dealing with matters, including pensions to soldiers and their dependents, 
now regulated by Orders in Council, will be laid before you. Further important 
measures, designed to promote the welfare and prosperity of the people in the new era 
of reconstruction, social as well as material, upon which the world has entered, will be 
recommended to your consideration. 

After more than four years of war, and notwithstanding the sudden dislocation 
brought about by the armistice, Canada’s industrial, commercial and financial stability 
has been well maintained. It is the expectation that in addition to business arising 
from the resumption of public and private undertakings in Canada which were sus- 
pended by the war, and needed improvements and betterments throughout the Dom- 
inion, Canada will obtain~substantial participation in the expansion of export trade 
following the conclusion of the war, and the liberation of commerce from the restraints 
which have existed during its continuance. Steps have been taken by my advisers to 
promote and facilitate such participation.

The accounts of the last and the estimates for the next fiscal year will be sub- 
mitted to you without delay, and you will be asked to make the necessary financial 
provision for meeting the remaining expenditures arising out of the war and con- 
nected with demobilization; also for the establishment of credits for the financing of 
purchases of our agricultural, industrial and other products, 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


It is appropriate that we should acknowledge our thankfulness to Divine Provid- 
ence for the successful issue of the terrible struggle in which for so long a period our 
armies have been engaged, and for the restoration of peace to the world. Through the 
long conflict, with its dire vicissitudes and varying fortunes, our people never allowed 
themselves to doubt that victory would finally crown our cause, which was that of 


a 
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truth and justice. The deeply loyal and earnest co-operation of the Overseas Dom- 
inions and Dependencies with the Mothert Country must more firmly cement for all 
time those ties which bind the Empire in indissoluble union. The spirit born of 
common sacrifice, suffering and heroic endeavour will also, it is confidently hoped, 
permanently unite the Allies by the bonds of a great memory and tradition, and effect- 
ually promote the formation of a League of Nations which will ensure for all time the 
peace of the world. 


On motion of Sir Thomas White, it was ordered, That the Speech of His 
Excellency the Governor General to both Houses of Parliament, be taken into con- 
. sideration on Tuesday next and that this order have’ precedence over all other business 
except the introduction of Bills, until disposed of. 


Mr. Speaker laid before the House, the Report of the Joint Librarians of Parlia- 
ment, which is as follows :— 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1918. 


To the Honourable 
The Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report for the year 1918, 
as follows :— 

The remoteness of the Library. from the Houses of Parliament has been remedied, 
this year as well as the previous year, as far as possible, by the system of motor-cycle 
conveyance which has seemed satisfactory, and of which we have heard no complaint. 

The temporary Library at the Museum, for the use of Members, has been made 
useful by the addition of books of reference, in considerable numbers, as soon as they - 
are issued. And the Statutes of Canada, and other official publications are added to the 
Library as soon as they are received. 

The arrangements as to mail and transport of books, etc., are somewhat improved, 
but not yet regular; and it will probably take another season to return to normal con- 
ditions. 

In the meantime, some expense is still incurred in obtaining by mail, for the con- 
venience of members, books and reports which would ordinarily come by freight. 

The sets of books obtained after the fire of 1916, to supply the place of those 
destroyed, are still stored, insured, in London, and cannot conveniently be imported 
till room has been provided for them in the Library. No addition has been made in 
the meantime to these purchases. 

On the subject of an enlargement of the Library, report was made last year as 
follows: ; 

“The Librarians understand that some space for the use of the Library will be 
spared in the new building. As the crowded state of the Library has long been known, 
and has been reported on yearly for many years, it,is hoped that the space to be 
supplied will be, at least, temporarily, sufficient.” 

No information has been received during the year, from any source, regarding 
any proposed plans for increase of space. But the Librarians still entertain the hope 
that the plans for the new building will include more room for the convenience of 
members and for the storage and consultation of the books. 

A considerable expenditure thas been made, during the year, on law publications 
and other books British and foreign, concerning the war, and all the current contri- 
butions to the literature of the conflict has been procured. 

The reports of the various committees and commissions so far as obtainable, have 
been purchased; and among others a number of copies of the Report so far as published, 
of the Imperial War Conference of 1918. 
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Among the donations to the Library during the year, the following may be

The donations include contributions of every variety from the outlying portions 
of the Empire, as well as from Washington and many of the Separate States. 

The full list of donations is appended. 

A numerous body of pamphlets, mostly concerning the war and kindred subjects, 
has been gathered, and indexed; and some have been bound in volumes for reference. 

The list of copyrights has been prepared as usual, and will be found in the 
sessional papers. 

The catalogue of accessions for the year has been sent to the King’s Printer, 
and is in a forward condition for presentation to Members. p

intention of Parliament in authorizing the said advances would be defeated. 

“Anp WHEREAS the continued operation of said system is essential in the present 
‘position of Canada resulting from the war, which has not yet been terminated by 
Peace, especially in connection with the transport of returning Canadian Troops 
and of supplies and equipment and freight, and other services made necessary by 
the war. 

«í AnD Wuereas for the protection of the public interests and for the purposes 
aforesaid, it is essential that the operation of said system should be continued with- 
out interruption. 

“And Wuereas the duty of continuing such operation is thrown upon the Gov- 
ernment of Canada inasmuch as there are no effective provisions in existing laws 
whereby such continued operation could be otherwise secured. 

“AnD WHEREAS immediate action by the Government is imperative. 

‘ “THEREFORE, His Excellency the Governor General in Council, under the 
authority of the War Measures Act 1914, and of all other authority in that behalf, 
is pleased to order and it is hereby ordered as follows :— 

“1. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires :— 


“(a) “Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System” means and includes (1) the 
lines of railway and their appurtenances and the undertaking and works of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, of the Grand Trunk Pacific Branch 
Lines Company and of the Grand Trunk Pacific Saskatchewan Railway Com-

“(b) “Officers” means and includes Directors, President, Vice-Presidents, 
Managers, Secretary, Treasurer, Clerks, ‘Servants and employees. 

“(ce) “Books and papers” means and includes books of accounts or of entries 
relating to the business or operation or maintenance of the said lines of railway 
or telegraph or steamships, vessels, hotels, properties or works, or any of them, 
or any part thereof, also records, statements and documents relating to such 
business, operation, or maintenance or any part thereof. 

“(q) “Exchequer Court” means the Exchequer Court of Canada. 

“(e) The singular number includes the plural and the plural the singular,. 
the male gender includes the female, and the female the male. 

“(f) “Person” includes corporation. 
P “(g) “Government Receiver” means the Receiver appointed by this Order. 
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“2, The Minister of Railways and Canals is hereby appointed Receiver of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System, and such Receiver shall have and exercise 
with respect to the said system and every part thereof and to the companies included 
therein, powers and duties similar to those of a receiver under section 26 of the 
Exchequer Court Act. 

“3. On the application of the Government Receiver the Exchequer Court of 
Canada may make such orders respecting such Receiver and his powers and duties 
and the carrying out thereof, including the issue of Receivers certificate as the 
Court may deem necessary or expedient in the public interest. 

“4 Subsections 5 and 6 of section 26 of the said Act shall apply to the Govern- 
ment Receiver and to the Grand Trunk Pacifice Railway System and every part 
thereof and to the companies included therein—except that no remuneration of the 
Receiver shall be fixed by the Court. 

“5. The Government Receiver may, on or after the 10th day of March, 1919, or 
on such earlier day as the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, or any Company 
included in the Grand Trunk Pacific System, may cease to operate efficiently its 
undertaking and works, or any portion thereof, take possession of such undertaking 
and works, and the Exchequer Court may from time to time make and enforce such 
orders in aid of the Government Receiver with respect to taking of such possession 
or otherwise as the Court may deem expedient for the carrying out of the provisions 
of this Order according to their true spirit and meaning. 


“6. Each Company included in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System and its 
officers shall facilitate the carrying out of the powers and duties of the Government 
Receiver, and all books and papers, real or personal property of each of the said Com- 
panies, in its possession or under its control or the control of its officers or any of 
them, shall without delay be handed over to the said Receiver or his nominees or 
placed under his control in such manner as he may direct.

tion of the present war, unless an earlier date is proclaimed for the termination there- 
of; and that the provision of paragraph (c) of the said proclamation authorizing the 
chartered banks to issue excess circulation, as in the said Act defined, from the first 
day of March, 1915, to and including the last day of August, 1915, shall apply to the 
period from and including the first day of March, 1919, to and including the last day of 
August next ensuing, and to the same period in 1920, and the chartered banks may 
issue such excess circulation accordingly, subject to termination on the same date as 
is proclaimed for the termination of the operation of the said proclamation. 


Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in. 


The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider a proposed Resolution 
to amend the Currency Act, 1910. 


(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolution was adopted :— 

Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the Currency Act, 1910, by providing 
for the standard weight, fineness and remedy allowance of the bronze cent, and that - 
bronze coins heretofore struck by authority of the Crown shall continue to be current 
and a legal tender; and those provisions shall come into force upon such date as may 
be prescribed by proclamation issued by the Governor in Council.

I beg to draw the attention of the House to the tello yak Address of the Senate, 


which was delivered to me during the recent recess :— 
“ That an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor General, 


praying that His Excellency will cause to be laid upon the Table of the Senate a A 


return of copies of all papers, letters, telegrams, memorials, petitions or other com- 
munications or documents in, the possession of the Government or in that of His 
Honour the Speaker of the House of Commons, which may be available, in connection 
with the recent delegation from the farmers of Canada to present certain public and 


national questions and issues to the attention of the Cabinet and of the Parliament — 


of Canada.” 

It appears to me that this Address constitutes a breach of the privileges of this 
House, and that if it is obeyed without protest it might be treated as a precedent that 
would in the future be a source of inconvenience and embarrassment. I would point 
out that the authorities on Parliamentary procedure are all agreed that where one 
House of Parliament desires communication of any papers or documents belonging to 
the other the proper course is to send a message asking to be supplied with the papers 
in question (see Bourinot, 4th edition, pp. 281, 282; May, 12th edition, p. 563). This 
practice, too, has, as far as I can ascertain, been invariably followed in all similar 
communications between the Houses. I beg to submit, therefore, for the consideration 
of the House, whether it would not be proper to send a message to the Senate drawing 
attention to the Address, pointing out the uniform practice that has hitherto existed 
between the two Houses, and stating that the Address, being a breach of a very import- 
ant privilege of the House, might, if unobjected to, form a dangerous and objectionable 
precedent.

(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolution was adopted :— 

Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure to ratify and confirm,— 

(1) The Order in Council of the seventh day of March, 1919, which provides as 
follows :— 

“ WHereEAS under the authority of “The Appropriation Act No. 2, 1918,” the 
Governor in Council advanced the sum of $7,471,399.93 or thereabouts to the Grand 


= Trunk Pacific’ Railway Company for certain purposes in said Act defined, including 
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the meeting of “deficit in operation of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System,” 
such sum being in addition to other large sums previously advanced under previous 
authority for similar purposes. 

“ Anp WHEREAS a letter dated 4th March, 1919, from the Vice President of said 
Company was received by the Minister of Finance, as follows :— 

“I am instructed to inform the Government that in view of the fact that 
the increased rates applicable to the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway have not_ 
been sufficient to meet the increased operating expenses, it will not be possible | 
for that Company to continue its operations when the present funds have been 
exhausted, which will be about 10th instant. May I ask you to be so good as to 
acknowledge receipt of this letter.” 

“ Anp Wuereas should the operation of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Sys- 
tem be discontinued, great detriment to the public interests would ensue, and the 
intention of Parliament in authorizing the said advances would be defeated. 

“ AnD Wuereas the continued operation of said system is essential in the present 
position of Canada resulting from the war, which has not yet been terminated by 
Peace, especially in connection with the transport of returning Canadian Troops 
and of supplies and equipment and freight, and other services made necessary by 
the war. 

“ AnD WHEREAS for the protection of the public interests and for the purposes 
aforesaid, it is essential that the operation of said system should be continued with- 
out interruption. 

“ Any Wuereas the duty of continuing such operation is thrown upon the Gov- 
ernment of Canada inasmuch as there are no effective provisions in existing laws 
whereby such continued operation could be otherwise secured. 


“ AnD WHEREAS immediate action by the Government is imperative. 


“ THEREFORE, His Excellency the Governor General in Council, under the 
authority of the War Measures Act 1914, and of all other authority in that behalf, 
is pleased to order and it is hereby ordered as follows :— 


“1. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires :— 


“(a) “Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System” means and includes (1) the 
lines of railway and their appurtenances and the undertaking and works of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, of the Grand Trunk Pacific Branch 
Lines Company and of the Grand Trunk Pacific Saskatchewan Railway Com- 
pany, (2) the lines of telegraph and their appurtenances and the undertaking 
and works of the Grand Trunk Pacific Telegraph Company, (3) the steamships, 
vessels ‘and their appurtenances and the undertaking and works of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Steamships Company, (4) the properties, hotels, and appurten- 
ances and the undertaking and works of the Grand Trunk Pacifie Development 
Company. 


“(b) “Officers” means and includes Directors, President, Vice-Presidents, 


Managers, Secretary, Treasurer, Clerks, Servants and employees. 

“(e) “Books and papers” means and includes books of accounts or of entries 
relating to the business or operation or maintenance of the said lines of railway 
or telegraph or steamships, vessels, hotels, properties or works, or any of them, 
or any part thereof, also records, statements and documents relating to such 
business, operation, or maintenance or any part thereof. 


“(d) “Exehequer Court” means the Exchequer Court of Canada. 


“(e) The singular number includes the plural and the plural the singular, 
the male gender includes the female, and the female the male. 


“ (f) “Person” includes corporation. Seal Braise Eas ate S 
“(g) “Government Receiver” means the Receiver appointed by this Order. 
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“9. The Minister of Railways and Canals is hereby appointed Receiver of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System, and such Receiver shall have and exercise 
with respect to the said system and every part thereof and to the companies included 
therein, powers and duties similar to those of a receiver under section 26 of the 
Exchequer Court Act. 


“3. On the application of the Government Receiver the Exchequer Court of 
Canada may make such orders respecting such Receiver and his powers and: duties 
and the carrying out thereof including the issue of Receiver’s Certificates, as the 
Court may deem necessary or expedient in the public interest. 


“4. ‘Subsections 5 and 6 of section 26 of the said Act shall apply to the Govern- 
ment Receiver and to the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System and every part 


thereof and to the companies included therein—except that no remuneration of the 
Receiver shall be fixed by the Court. 


“5. The Government Receiver may, on or after the 10th day of March, 1919, or 
on such earlier day as the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, or any Company 
included in the Grand Trunk Pacifie System, may cease to operate efficiently its 
undertaking and works, or any portion thereof, take possession of such undertaking 
and works, and the Exchequer Court may from time to time make and enforce such 
orders in aid of the Government Receiver with respect to taking of such possession 
or otherwise as the Court may deem expedient for the carrying out of the provisions 
of this Order according to their true spirit and meaning. 


“6. Each Company included in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System and its 
officers shall facilitate the carrying out of the powers and duties of the Government 
Receiver, and all books and papers, real or personal property of each of the said Com- 
panies, in its possession or under its control or the control of its officers or any of 
them, shall without delay be handed over to the said Receiver or his nominees or 
placed under his control in such manner as he may direct. 


«Y. Any officer of the Company included in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
System, who obstructs the Government Receiver in carrying out his powers and duties, 
or fails to hand over to him or his nominees, or to place under his control, any book 
or paper, real or personal property in accordance with the foregoing provisions, shall 
incur a penalty for each breach of said provisions of the amount hereinafter stated, 
viz., in the case of a President, a Vice-President or a Director, the sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000) ; in the case of a Manager, with the authority of or similar 
to that of a General Manager or of one acting for or assisting a General Manager, 
the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000); in the case of a Secretary or of a 
Treasurer, or of one acting for or assisting a Secretary or Treasurer, the sum of Two 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars. ($2,500); in the case of any clerks, servant or 
employee, the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000). 


“8. Any penalty incurred under the foregoing provisions may be sued for and 
recovered, with costs, in the Exchequer Court, by suit or proceeding in such Court 
instituted by the Attorney General of Canada. 


“9. Nothing in this Order contained, and nothing done or to be done under the 
authority hereof, shall render the Government of Canada or the Government Receiver, 
or anyone acting under the authority of the Government Receiver, or of the Exchequer 
Court, liable to the Grand Trunk Railway Company of Canada, or to any Company 
included in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System, or to any creditor, or holder 
of any bonds, debentures, debenture stock or other securities of the said Companies, 
or any of them, for any claim by reason of the making of this Order, or of anything 
done or to be done under the authority hereof, or under the authority of the Govern- 
ment Receiver or of the Exchequer Court, nor shall afford any defence to, nor shall 
prejudice any claim, action, or proceeding of the Government of Canada which the 
Government might lawfully make or take had this Order not been made. 
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“10. All Officers except the Board of Directors of any Company included in The 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System shall continue to discharge for the Government 
Receiver, till further orders or directions by him, duties in connection with the 
operation and management of the undertakings and works of any Company included 
in The Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System, similar to their present duties, so that 
no interruption in the operation and management thereof may occur. 

“11. Nothing herein contained or done, or to be done hereunder shall prejudice 
the exercise by the Exchequer Court or by any Court of any Province of Canada of 
its present jurisdiction under the Exchequer Court Act, or under any other law of 
jurisdiction to appoint a receiver or to order or decree a sale or foreclosure of any 
railway, or section thereof, or other property affected by this Order; provided that 
before any such sale or foreclosure is ordered or decreed or any Receiver is appointed 
by any such Court, notice of the application shall be given to the Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals of Canada, and he, or counsel for him, shall be heard upon the 
application; and the Court in granting, or refusing or postponing the application, 
shall take into consideration the public interests involved, and shall make such order 
as shall in the opinion of the Court protect the public interests. 

“12. The Minister of Railways and Canals mentioned in this Order means the 
Minister for the time being, and upon a vacancy occurring his successor shall become 
the Government Receiver. The powers and duties of the Government Receiver may 
be exercised by such member of the Government as may from time to time be the acting 
Minister of Railways and Canals. 

“13. Should it be made to appear to the Government Receiver that any book or 
paper is or has been used for the purposes of the operations of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way ‘Company of Canada, as well as the operations of any company included in the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway system, and that for such reason the same should not 
be handed over to the Receiver or placed under his exclusive control, the Government 
Receiver may, on such terms and conditions as he may deem necessary, allow the joint 
use of same to be continued. The Government Receiver may open such books and 
accounts as in his opinion may be necessary, to separate and transfer from any such 
book or paper, jointly used, accounts and entries relating to any of the companies 
included in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System, and may so separate and trans- 
fer the same; and the said Receiver shall keep the accounts of his receipts, expenses 
and disbursements in connection with each of the companies included in the said 
System and their works, undertakings and properties, or parts thereof, in such man- 
ner that one may be distinguished from another, and that the interests of the various 
parties interested therein may be ascertained. 

“14. The Governor in Council may, from time to time, under the Order of the 
Exchequer Court, and upon the security of Receivers Certificates, or otherwise, 
advance to the Government Receiver such sums as may be required to enable him to 
exercise his powers, and ito perform his duties as Receiver; the sums so advanced shall 
be paid out of any unappropriated moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
Canada. 


“15. No transfer of any shares in the Capital Stock of any company included 
in the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System shall after the appointment of the Gov- 
ernment Receiver, be made, and no such transfer shall be entered on any register or 
transfer book. Any transfer contrary to this provision shall be null and void; pro- 
vided that the Government Receiver may, on the application of any ‘person imtercaied 
or of his own motion, permit any transfer to be made or completed.” i 


(2) And also the Order in Council of the thirteenth day of March, 1919, which 
provides as follows :— ; , 
‘ “WHEREAS through inadvertence, there were omitted from the definition of 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System,” in ‘Section 1 of the Order passed by His 
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ellency in Council on the 7th of March, 1919, providing for the appointment 
of a Government Receiver for the said System, the necessary words relating to 
Grand Trunk Pacific Terminal Elevator Company Limited; 


“THEREFORE, His Excellency the Governor General in Council, is pleased to order 
and it is hereby ordered that the said Order in Council of the 7th March, 1919, shall 
be and the same is hereby amended by inserting ‘at the end of the definition of 
“Grand Trunk Pacific Railway System” in Section 1 thereof, the following :— 

“(5) The properties, elevators, terminals and appurtenances, and the under- 
taking and works of Grand Trunk Pacific Terminal Elevator Company, Limited. 
«Anp His Excellency the Governor General in Council is further pleased to 
- declare and doth hereby declare that the said Order in Council of the Tth March, 
take effect from the passing of the said Order of the 7th March, 1919.”—The Minister 
of Finance.

Provided, however, that the dependents of any such employee who has been or is killed 
subsequently to the passing of the Act hereby proposed to be amended, and who has 
not elected to accept compensation under the said Act as aforesaid, shall nevertheless 
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-be entitled to compensation under the said Act as though such employee had so 


elected; and further that any compensation or costs awarded under the said Act be 
paid by the Minister of Finance out of any unappropriated moneys in the Consoli- 
dated Revenue Fund of Canada, or the Minister of Finance may from time to time 
take such amount of money as may be authorized by the Governor in Council from 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund and deposit such money with the Board, officers, 
authority or court authorized by the law of any province to determine compensation 
cases, from which deposit such Board, officers, authority or court may pay any com- 
pensation and costs awarded under the provisions of the said Act; and in any prov- 
ince where the general administration expenses of maintaining such Board, officers 
ər other authority or court are paid by the province or by contributions from employers, 
or by both, the Minister of Finance may pay out of any unappropriated moneys in the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada such portion of such expenses as is fair and 
reasonable and is authorized by the Governor in Council.

packed and inspected, and the place and manner and by whom fish are to be inspected, 
and other provisions relating thereto; that no container shall be used unless inspected ` 
and marked in accordance with the regulations, and all fish shall be graded; that 
all fish imported into Canada from other countries shall be packed in containers 


/ 
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of a similar character and equal quality to those required under the proposed legis- 
lation; and shall be clearly marked with the kind, grade and weight of fish they con- 
tain, and with the name of the country of origin, provided that when such fish are 
imported into Canada for exportation it shall only be necessary that the container 
‘in which such fish are packed be marked with the name of the country of origin; © 
that with certain limitations an appeal to the Minister may be made in case of dis- 
a putes between an inspecting officer and the packer, owner or other person; that 
ee inspectors shall have the right to enter upon any premises, vessel or boat for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the provisions of the Act as amended; that penalties may be im- 
posed, and containers and fish forfeited and seized for violation of the Act or regu- 
E lations; and that the proposed legislation shall come into farce with respect to fish 
caught on the Pacific coast on the first day of November, 1919, and with respect to 
fish caught on the Atlantic coast on the first day of April, 1920.

may order that the provisions of the said Act shall extend and apply to any other 
kinds of fish, whether pickled or not, and the containers in which such fish are packed 
and marketed; excepting, however, fish packed in cans or other hermetically sealed 
containers, and fish packed by fishermen or others for their own use and not for sale 
or intended to be used for any other commercial purpose; that regulations may be 
made prescribing the size and make of such containers, and the manner in which and 
places where they shall be inspected and marked, and also prescribing how fish shall 
be graded, packed and inspected, and the place and manner and by whom fish are to 
be inspected, and other provisions relating thereto; that no container shall be used 
unless inspected and marked in accordance with the regulations, and all fh shal! 
be graded; that all fish imported into Canada from other countries shall be packed 
in containers of a similar character and equal quality to those required undo% th. 
proposed legislation; and shall be clearly marked with the kind, grade and weight of 
fish they contain, and with the name of the country of origin, provided that when 
such fish are imported into Canada for exportation it shall only be necessary that the 
container in which such fish are packed be marked with the name of the country or 
origin; that with certain limitations an appeal to the Minister may be made in case 
of disputes between an inspecting officer and the packer, owner or other person; that 
inspectors shall have the right to enter upon any premises, vessel or boat for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the provisions of the Act as amended; that penalties may be im- 
posed, and containers and fish forfeited and seized for violation of the Act or regu- 
lations; and that the proposed legislation shall come into force with respect to fish 
caught on the Pacific coast on the first day of November, 1919, and with respect to 
fish caught on the Atlantic coast on the first day of April, 1920.

Mr. Reid (Grenville) moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolution :— 

That it is expedient to bring in a measure to provide for the incorporation of Can- 
adian National Railway Company, under which the railways, works and under- 
taking of the companies comprised in the Canadian Northern System may be consol- 
idated, and together with the Canadian Government Railways, may be operated as a 
national railway system; and to provide that the Governor in Council may nominate 
such persons as may be deemed expedient, not less than five, nor more than fifteen, 
to be directors of the said Company, and upon such nomination being made the per- 


sons so nominated, and their successors, and such other persons as may from time to 


time be nominated by the Governor in Council as directors, shall be incorporated as 
a Company; that provision be made for the tenure of office, removal and vacancies 
of directors; for annual meetings, for capital stock, with or without shares, vested in 
the Minister of Finance on behalf of His Majesty; for the location of the head office Se 
for payment of directors by the Company in such sums as the Governor in Council 
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may approve; for limited responsibilities of the directors; for the making of by-laws 
and organizing the Company; for an executive committee of the Board of Directors; 
and to provide that whenever under the provisions of the Railway Act, or any other 
statute or law, the approval, sanction or confirmation by shareholders is required, such 
approval, sanction or confirmation may be given by the Governor in Council; and 
further to provide that the Governor in Council may from time to time by Order in 
Council entrust to the Company the management and operation of any lines of rail- 
way or parts thereof, and any property or works of whatsoever description, of interests 
therein, and any powers, rights or privileges over or with respect to any railways, pro- 
perties or works, or interests therein, which may be from time to time vested in or 
owned, controlled or occupied by His Majesty, or such part or parts thereof, or rights 
or interests therein, as may be designated in any Order in Council, upon such terms 
and subject to such regulations and conditions as the Governor in Council may from 
time to time decide; such management and operation to continue during the pleasure 
of the Governor in Council and to be subject to termination or variation from time 
to time, in whole or in part, by the Governor in Council; that should His Majesty at 
any time heretofore have acquired or hereafter acquire the stock or the controlling 
interest in the stock of any railway company, or of any other company having corpor- 
ate powers or properties which may be conveniently exercised or operated by the Com- 
pany, the Governor in Council may transfer, or cause to be transferred, such capital 
stock or any part thereof to the Company, or may by proxies or otherwise enable the 
Company or any nominee of the Governor in Council to exercise the voting power“ 
thereof at any meeting of shareholders, upon such terms and conditions as the Gov- 
ernor in Council may from time to time determine; and further to provide that the 
provisions of the Railway Act and of the Expropriation Act, with certain exceptions, 
and where not inconsistent with the proposed legislation, shall apply to the Company; 
that provision be made as to the signatures to and deposit of plans for lands taken 
under the Expropriation Act, and the compensation payable therefor; that notwith- 
standing anything in the Government Railways Act or any: other Act, the provisions 
of the Railway Act respecting the operation of a railway (as distinguished from the 
provisions of such Act respecting the construction or maintenance of a railway) shall 
apply to such of the Canadian Government Railways as would but for the passing of 
this proposed legislation be subject to the Government Railways Act, during such 
time as the operation and management thereof is entrusted to the Company under 
these enactments; that provision be made for actions, suits or other proceedings by . 
or against the Company, and for appeals, and defences available to the respective cor- 
porations, including His Majesty; and: also, that notwithstanding anything in the 
Government Railways Act or the Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, all expenses 
incurred in connection with the operation or management of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Railways under these provisions shall be paid out of the receipts and revenues 
of the Canadian Government Railways, and in the event of a deficit occurring at any 
time during any fiscal year the amount of such deficit shall from time to time be pay- 
able by the Minister of Finance out of any unappropriated moneys in the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund of Canada, the amounts paid by the said Minister to be included in the 
estimates submitted to Parliament at its first session following the close of such fiscal 
year; and in the event of a surplus existing at the close of any fiscal year such surplus 
shall be paid into the said Fund; that provision be made for the fiscal year of the 
Canadian Government Railways; for declaring any of the Companies comprised in 
the Canadian Northern System to be works for the general advantage of Canada; for 
the abandonment of any line with the approval of the Governor in Council, and upon 
the recommendation of the Board of Railway Commissioners; and with the consent 
of a majority of the registered security holders affected, dismantling or disposing of 
the same; for the extension of the time of commencement and completion of any line 
of railway of any Company comprised in the Canadian Northern System; for agree- 
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ments with other Companies; for acquiring any securities issued by, or make advances 
to, or receive advances from, the Canadian Northern or any other Company in the 
Canadian Northern System, with other provisions relating to such advances and 
loans; for constructing and operating railway lines, branches and extensions with the 
approval of the Governor in Council and upon any location sanctioned by the Min- 
ister of Railways and Canals; for the use of the name “ Canadian National Railways” 
as collective or descriptive designation; of all lines of railway or railway works under 
its control; and for the change of name of any Company comprised in the Canadian 
Northern System or of any other Company of which the properties or the controlling 
interest in the stock is vested in or held by His Majesty; for the issue of bonds, deben- 
tures, debenture stock, perpetual or terminable, or other securities; for the deposit 
and registration of mortgages, and instruments in any way affecting mortgages under 
section 140 of the Railway Act; for the Company, with the approval of the Governor 
in Council, to acquire, hold and dispose of shares in the capital stock, bonds and secur- 
ities of any railway company or other specified company; and for the construction 
or operation of the railway along highways, streets or other public places with the 
consent of the municipality.

Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure to provide for the incorpora- 
tion of Canadian National Railway Company, under which the railways, works and 
undertaking of the companies comprised in the Canadian Northern System may be 
consolidated, and together with the Canadian Government Railways, may be operated 
as a national railway system; and to provide that the Governor in Council may nom- 
inate such persons as may be deemed expedient, not less than five, nor more than 
fifteen, to be directors of the said Company, and upon such nomination being made 
the persons so nominated, and their successors, and such other persons as may from 
time to time be nominated by the Governor in Council as directors, shall be incorpor- 
ated as a Company; that provision be made for the tenure of office, removal and vacan- 
cies of directors; for annual meetings, for capital stock, with or without shares, vested 
in the Minister of Finance on behalf of His Majesty; for the location of 
the head office; for payment of directors by the Company in such sums as the Gov- 
ernor in Council may approve; for limited responsibilities of the directors; for the 
making of by-laws and organizing the Company; for an executive committee of the 
Board of Directors; and to provide that whenever under the provisions of the Railway 
Act, or any other statute or law, the approval, sanction or confirmation by share- 
holders is required, such approval, sanction or confirmation may be given by the Gov- 
ernor in Council; and further to provide that the Governor in Council may from time 
to time by Order in Council entrust to the Company the management and operation 
of any lines of railway or parts thereof, and any property or works of whatsoever 
description, or interests therein, and any powers, rights or privileges over or with 
respect to any railways, properties or works, or interests therein, which may be from 
time to time vested in or owned, controlled or occupied by His Majesty, or such part 
or parts thereof, or rights or interests therein, as may be designated in any Order in 
Council, upon such terms and subject to such regulations and conditions as the Gov- 
ernor in Council may from time to time decide; such management and operation to 
continue during the pleasure of the Governor in Council, and to be subject to termin- 
ation or variation from time to time, in whole or in part, by the Governor in Council; 
that should His Majesty at any time heretofore have acquired or hereafter acquire 
the stock or the controlling interest in the stock of any railway company, or of any 
other company having corporate powers or properties which may be conveniently exer- 
cised or operated by the Company, the Governor in Council may transfer, or cause to 
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be transferred, such capital stock or any part thereof to the Company, or may by 
proxies or otherwise enable the Company or any nominee of the Governor in Council 
to exercise the voting power thereof at any meeting of shareholders, upon such terms 
and conditions as the Governor in Council may from time to time determine; and 
further to provide that the provisions of the Railway Act and of the Expropriation 
Act, with certain exceptions, and where not inconsistent with the proposed legislation, 
shall apply to the Company; that provision be made ‘as to the signatures to and 
deposit of plans for Jands taken under the Expropriation Act, and the compensation 
payable therefor; that notwithstanding anything in the Government Railways Act or 
any other Act, the provisions of the Railway Act respecting the operation of a rail- 
way (as distinguished from the provisions of such Act respecting the construction or 
maintenance of a railway) shall apply to such of the Canadian Government Railways 
as would but for the passing of this proposed legislation be subject to the Govern- 
ment Railways Act, during such time as the operation and management thereof is 
entrusted to the Company under these enactments; that provision be made for actions, 
suits or other proceedings by or against the Company, and for appeals, and defences 
available to the respective corporations, including His Majesty; and also, that not- 
withstanding anything in the Government Railways Act or the Consolidated Revenue 
and Audit Act, all expenses incurred in connection with the operation or manage- 
ment of the Canadian Government Railways under these provisions shall be paid out 
of the receipts and revenue of the Canadian Government Railways, and in the event 
of a deficit occurring at any time during any fiscal year the amount of such deficit 
shall from time to time be payable by the Minister of Finance out of any unappro- 
priated moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada, the amounts paid by 
the said Minister to be included in the estimates submitted to Parliament at its first 
session following the closw of such fiscal year; and in the event of a surplus existing 
at the close of any fiscal year such surplus shall be paid into the said Fund; that pro- 
vision be made for the fiscal year of the Canadian Government Railways; for declar- 
ing any of the Companies comprised in the Canadian Northern System to be works 
for the general advantage of Canada; for the abandonment of any line with the 
approval of the Governor in Council, and upon the recommendation of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners; and, with the consent of a majority of the registered security 
holders affected, dismantling or disposing of the same; for the extension of the time of 
commencement and completion of any line of railway of any Company comprised in the 
Canadian Northern System; for agreements with other Companies; for acquiring any 
securities issued by, or make advances to, or receive advances from, the Canadian 
Northern or any other Company in the Canadian Northern System, with other pro- 
visions relating to such advances and loans; for constructing and operating railway 
lines, branches and extensions with the approval of the Governor in Council and upon 
any location sanctioned by the Minister of Railways and Canals; for the use of the 
name “ Canadian National Railways” as collective or descriptive designation; of all 
lines of railway or railway works under its control; and for the change of name of 
any Company comprised in the Canadian Northern System or of any other 
Company of which the properties or the controlling interest in the stock 
is vested in or held by His Majesty; for the issue of bonds, debentures, deben- 
ture stock, perpetual or terminable, or other securities; for the deposit and registra- 
tion of mortgages, and instruments in any way affecting mortgages under section 140 
of the Railway Act; for the Company, with the approval of the Governor in Council, 
to acquire, hold and dispose of shares in the capital stock, bonds and securities of 
any railway company or other specified company; and for the construction or opera- 
tion of the railway along highways, streets or. other public places with the consent 
of the municipality. 
Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in. 
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Mr. Reid (Grenville) then obtained leave to present a Bill, No. 70, An Act to 
incorporate Canadian National Railway Company and respecting Canadian National 
Railways, which was read the first time and ordered for a second reading at the next 
sitting of the House.

Mr. Glass moved,—That, in the opinion of this House, the impetus given to the 
extension and development of fibre flax production in Canada has achieved results 
which justify further serious consideration, co-operation and encouragement by the 
Government, and to this end it is desirable :— 

First: That a modern experimental and demonstrative station should be established 
at the most convenient and central point within the area where flax for fibre is being 
produced so that growers may be advised and educated in the most modern and 
improved methods of retting, scutching and generally preparing their fibre for the 
market. 

Second: That improved mechanical appliances and equipment being necessary for 
the economic harvesting of the crop, as well as for the preparation of fibre, constant 
watchfulness should be exercised by the Government to insure that Canadian growers 
may be supplied with most modern machinery for harvesting and scutching and 
instructed in the newest and best method of retting. 

Third: That in order to secure full economic value to the grower, it is desirable 
that the Government should establish a system of grading and standards consistent 
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and consonant (in so far as possible) with continental standards so that the world’s 
best markets may be available for our exportable surplus. 

Fourth: That Canadian farmers, urged by the stress of war and the Empire’s 
insistent needs for increased production, have increased their fibre flax acreage more 
than eighteen fold, at a time when the world’s markets were at their highest figures, 
and have thus developed a source of natural resource which has materially added to 
the value of our agriculture wealth, not only so, but have demonstrated in the world’s 
markets that Canadian flax fibre is equal in quality to best continental standards and 
superior to any produced in Russia, which hitherto produced 75 per cent of the 
world’s supply; therefore, in view of these results attained, the government should 
jealously guard the interests of growers and lend such co-operation as may be necessary 
to increase production and to encourage by every means possible the full development 
of its manufacture from the field to the loom, so as to obtain the full economic value 
of the production to the country. 

After Debate thereon, the said motion was, by leave of the House, withdrawn. 


Mr. Steele moved,—That, in the opinion of this House, a special committee 
should be appointed during the present session to inquire into and report wherein 
the Inside Civil Service staffs in the various Departments can be reduced and 
re-arranged with a view to securing the greatest efficiency in the service with the 
minimum number of employees, with power to send for persons, papers and records, 
to examine witnesses under oath and to report from time to time.

the invoice if sold in bulk, and such invoice and tag shall be delivered to the pur- 
chaser; that the vendor who sells to the consumer shall affix to every nackage of 
fertilizer sold in Canada special stamps, to be provided and sold by the Minister for 
the purpose, to the value of one cent for every hundred pounds or fractional part 
of one hundred pounds of fertilizer contained in the package, which the vendor shal] 
cancel upon sale, and which shall not be removed until the package is emptied, and 
if sold in bulk such stamps shall be affixed to the invoice and cancelled by the vendor; 
and also that an analysis of a registered fertilizer may be obtained upon application 
in prescribed form, that certain authorized inspectors may enforce the provisions of 
the Act; that the results of analysis shall be published, regulations may be made, 
and penalties enforced for violation of the Act.

to provide that the license fee for a bonded manufacturer shall be such sum not 
exceeding three hundred dollars as may be prescribed by the Governor in Council; 
that there may be a remission of duty on malt used in the manufacture of vinegar 
under prescribed conditions; that the department may authorize the preparation of 
tobacco and cigars in packages of such size, and the issue of stamps to cover the same, 
as May appear advisable; that the words ‘ Methyl Hydrate—Poison” in letters of 
certain size be affixed to certain medical preparations; that no less quantity than five 
thousand cigars shall be entered for warehouse by one entry, and except for export, 
no less quantity than two thousand cigars shall be ex-warehoused by one entry; that 
an excise duty be imposed upon acetic acid produced in Canada by the destructive dis- 
tillation of wood, or any other process or from any other source, of four cents on 
every gallon of six per centum acid, and so in proportion for any greater or less 
strength; that section 251 and Part X of the said Act be repealed, and in lieu thereof 
that provision be made respecting the manufacture in Canada of alcohol without the 
admixture of any denaturants, and denatured alcohol and specially denatured alcohol, 
which is intended for use in the arts and industries or for fuel, light or power, or for 
any mechanical purpose; with restrictions as to place of manufacture, sale, delivery 
and transport of such alcohol and its use in incorporated hospitals, universities, and 
research laboratories for scientific purposes only; and providing that no alcohol shall 
be manufactured or sold under these provisions for beverage purposes; with such 
other enactments as to the use of recovered alcohol and its redistillation and purifica- 
tion, and for labels on containers of wood alcohol or denatured alcohol, and for 
penalties for violation of the law, as may be prescribed.

its territory cannot be restored by its own national resources, most anxiously appeals 
to your Assembly and implores it to intervene with the greatest possible energy in 
order to obtain that the solemn promises of prompt and complete restoration so fre- 
quently reiterated be now carried out in the spirit of broad equity and generous com- 
passion which inspired them. 
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Relying upon the sentiments of solidarity which unite all civilized nations and 
upon the assurance of sincere and profound sympathy which your Assembly so kindly 
gave to Belgium, the Senate counts upon obtaining from your Assembly its powerful 
aid and effectwtal intervention in support of the legitimate and necessary atonements 
claimed from the Paris Conference for the restoration of this country.

(1) That every can, carton, bottle, box, barrel, wrapper, package or closed receptacle 
containing human food or any other commodity manufactured, produced, sold or offered 
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for sale in Canada, when such container is in its original unopened or unbroken form 
as it is usually delivered to consumers when sold or offered for sale in Canada, should 
be plainly marked, branded or stamped with the name and address of the fillers, and 
the weight, measure or quantity of the contents of the container; 


(2) That this proposed legislation shall not apply to packages for export from 
Canada, or goods sold in bulk or broken packages, or fresh fruit and vegetables, or 
articles held in stock by a wholesale or retail dealer prior to the coming into force of 
the proposed legislation, or packages containing two avoirdupois ounces or less, or one 
fluid ounce or less, or to any article the sale of which as regards the weight or marking 
thereof is already provided for under other statutes; 


(3) That tolerances and variations shall be allowed for discrepancies due exclu- 
sively to errors in weighing, measuring or counting which occur in packing conducted 
in compliance with good commercial practice, or due exclusively to differences in 
atmospheric conditions, evaporation or absorption of water; 


(4) That penalties may be imposed for violation of the law, and the proposed legis- 
lation shall come into force one year from the date of the Royal assent. 


On motion of Sir Thomas White, for Sir Robert Borden, the House resolved to 
go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolu- 
tion :— 

That it is expedient to bring in a measure,— 


1. To ratify and confirm the Order in Council of the twenty-fourth day of 
February, 1919, prohibiting the Importation, Manufacture and Transportation of 
Intoxieating Liquors, published in an Extra issue of the Canada Gazette of Monday, 
February 24, 1919, subject to the following amendments :— 

(a) Paragraph (c) of regulation one to be amended by striking out all the words 
‘after the word “wine” in the last line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “or other intoxicating liquors of limited alcoholic content are permitted,” 
so that the said paragraph shall read as follows: 


` 


“ (e) “ Prohibited area” means any province, territory, municipality, dis- 
trict, county or other area wherein the sale of intoxicating liquor is under or by 
any law, Federal or Provincial, prohibited, and shall include any such area 
wherein the sale of native wine or other intoxicating liquors of limited alcoholic 
content are permitted.” 

(b) Subsection one of regulation three to be amended by striking out the words 
“until the thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen” 
at the end thereof, so that the said subsection shall read as follows: 

“3. (1) No person shall make or manufacture intoxicating liquor or cause 
intoxicating liquor to be made or manufactured within the Dominion of Canada 
after the first day of April, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen: pro- 
vided that in case the sale of intoxicating liquor of any class for beverage pur- 
poses is permitted in any province, this regulation shall not apply to the 
manufacture of such intoxicating liquor in such province.” 

(c) Subsection three of said regulation three to be amended by striking out the 
words “until the thirtieth day of April, 1919,” at the end thereof, and substituting 
therefor the words “ or to sending, taking, transporting or delivering any intoxicating 
liquor lawfully manufactured in any Province to any place in such Province where such 
intoxicating liquor may lawfully be sold,” so that the said subsection shall read 
as follows: 

“ (3) No person after the first day of April, 1918, shall send, take, transport 
into, or deliver in any prohibited area any intoxicating liquor or cause any 
intoxicating liquor to be so sent, transported or delivered. Provided that any 

intoxicating liquor actually shipped before the first day of April, 1918, may 

be delivered in such prohibited area by a common carrier within such period

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of time as is required for such delivery under the ordinary and usual con- 
ditions governing the business of such common carrier but not later than the 
first day of May, A.D., 1918. Provided that this regulation shall not apply 
to the sending, taking, transporting or delivering of native wines in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, or to sending, taking, transporting or delivering any intoxicat- 
ing liquor lawfully manufactured in any Province to any place in such Province 
where such intoxicating liquor may lawfully be sold.” 

(d) Subsection four of said regulation three to be amended by striking out the 
words “ which is in, or” in the third line thereof, and the word “ prohibited” in the 
fourth line, and adding at the end thereof the words “ where the sale of such intoxicat- 
ing liquor is forbidden,” so that the said subsection shall read as. follows: 

“ (4) No person after the first day of April, 1918, shall either directly 
or indirectly sell or contract or agree to sell any intoxicating liquor which 
is to be delivered within any area where the sale of such intoxicating liquor 
is forbidden.”

“3. (1) No person shall make or manufacture intoxicating liquor or cause 
intoxicating liquor to be made or manufactured within the Dominion of Canada 
after the first day of April, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen: pro- 
vided that in case the sale of intoxicating liquor of any class for beverage pur- 
poses is permitted in any province, this regulation shall not apply to the 
manufacture of such intoxicating liquor in such province.”

Mr. Nickle, from the Special Committee appointed to consider and report upon the 
propriety of presenting an Address to His Most Excellent Majesty the King, praying 
that His Majesty may be graciously pleased to refrain hereafter from conferring any 
titles upon such of his subjects as are domiciled or living in Canada, except such titles 
as have reference to professional or vocational appellations conferred in respect to 
commissions issued by His Majesty to persons in the Military or Naval Services of 
Canada, or to persons engaged in the administration of justice in the Dominion; and 
that His Majesty may also be pleased to consider the question of taking measures to 
ensure the extinction at the death of the present possessors of the hereditary titles at 
present in existence in the Dominion; and further that His Majesty may also be pleased 
to take into consideration the question of in future conferring honours, titular dis- 
tinctions and decorations upon subjects of His Majesty ordinarily resident in Canada, 
including those who have performed overseas, in ‘Canada, or elsewhere, naval, military 
and civilian services in connection with the war, presented the following as their 


Report :— 
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Your Committee are of the opinion and recommend that an address be presented 
to His Most Excellent Majesty the King, in the following words :— 


“To THE King’s Most EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 4 


Most Gracious Sovereign. 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the House of Commons of — 
Canada in Parliament assembled, humbly approach Your Majesty, praying that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased :— 

(a) To refrain hereafter from conferring any title of honour or titular 
distinction upon any of your subjects domiciled or ordinarily resident in 
Canada, save such appellations as are of a professional or vocational character 
or which appertain to an office. 

(b) To provide that appropriate action be taken by legislation or otherwise 
to ensure the extinction of an hereditary title of honour or titular distinction, 
dignity or title as a peer of the realm, on the death of a person domiciled or 
ordinarily resident in Canada at present in enjoyment of an hereditary title 
of honour or titular distinction, dignity or title as a peer of the realm, and that 
thereafter no such title of honour, titular distinction, dignity or title as a peer 
of the realm, shall be accepted, enjoyed or used by any person or be recognized. 

All of which we humbly pray Your Majesty to take into your favourable 
and gracious consideration.” 

A suggestion was made that the titles of “ Right Honourable” and “ Honourable” 
be discontinued, but the suggestion did not meet with the approval of the Committee. 

Your Committee, however, do not recommend the discontinuance of the practice 
of awarding military or naval decorations, such as the Victoria Cross, Military Medal, 
Military Cross, Conspicuous Service ‘Cross, and similar decorations to persons in 
military or naval services of Canada for exceptional valour and devotion to duty. 

Your Committee further recommends that appropriate action be taken by legis- 
lation or otherwise to provide that hereafter no person domiciled or ordinarily resident 
in Canada shall accept, enjoy or use any title of honour or titular distinction hereafter 
conferred by a foreign ruler or government. 


Mr. Rowell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the House,— 
Interim Order, Opinions of, and Hearings before the International Joint Commission 
in the matter of the application of the St. Lawrence River Power Company, for the 
approval of the construction and maintenance of a submerged weir in the south channel 
of the St. Lawrence River near the month of its power canal at Massena, New York. 


Mr. Burrell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, presented —Return to an 
Order of the House of the 12th May, 1919, for a copy of the lease or leases granting the 
use of some 10,000 acres of land of the St. Peter’s Indian Reserve for a term of five 
years from the first of May, 1918, to Charles Bird and Jacob Jonnason, of St. Peters, 
and Rufus Stephen Benson and Rufus Henrickson of Selkirk. 


Also,—Return to an Order of the House of the 24th March, 1919, for a Return 
showing :— 

1. Amount paid to the Ottawa Journal and Ottawa Journal-Press for Govern- 
ment printing, advertising and job work from 1896 to 1911, inclusive.

(b) that no widow or child of any such member who received or is entitled 
to receive or apply for, any pension, annuity, gratuity or allowance in conse- 
quence of the death, incapacity or injury of any such member while serving in 
the forces aforesaid, shall be entitled to any pension, annuity or allowance under 
the said Act. 

2. That in case of the re-appointment or re-engagement in the Force of any person 
who was a member of the Force, and who, subsequent to the fourth day of August, one 
thousand nine hundred and fourteen, resigned or purchased or otherwise obtained his 
discharge from the Force for the purpose of serving in the military, naval or air forces 
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of His Majesty during the said European war, and who served therein, the period of 
such service in such forces shall, for the purposes of pension only under the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police Act, be deemed to have been served in the Force, and in 
ang such case such member shall be repaid any money paid by him to purchase such 
discharge. 

3. That the rates of pay as fixed by chapter forty-seven of the statutes of 1913, 
be increased as follows :—

4. That the Governor in Council may authorize extra pay to be paid to members 
of the Force employed as detectives, to those serving in the North West Territories 
and the Yukon Territory, and for a period of five years from the first day of June, 
1919, to any other member of the Force. 

5. That an officer who is retired compulsorily for any cause other than misconduct 
or inefficiency after ten years’ service, shall be entitled to a pension for life, not 
exceeding one-fiftieth of the pay and allowances of his rank or permanent appointment 
at the time of his retirement for each completed year of service. 

6. That the Governor in Council may, as to him seems fit, grant a pension to the 
widow and a compassionate allowance to each of the children of any officer who, having 
completed twenty years’ service, was at the time of his death on full pay, or who, 
having completed ten years’ service, is at the time of his death in receipt of a pension. 

7. That the pension of a widow shall be,— 

(a) if her husband was at the time of his death on full pay, an amount 
equal to one-half of the pension to which he would have been entitled if he hed 
been retired compulsorily immediately before his death; or, 

(b) if he was on pension, an amount equal to one-half of such pension. 

8. That pensions to widows heretofore granted under the provisions of the said 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police Act may be readjusted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of these resolutions, but no such readjustment shall authorize the increase of 
any payments for pension that accrued before the passing of the Act based upon these 
resolutions. 

9. That every constable who is a member of the Force at the time of the passing 
of the Act based upon these resolutions, or who hereafter becomes a’ member of the 
Force, shall be entitled, upon retirement, to a pension for life, as follows :— 

(a) if he has completed ten but less than twenty-one years’ service, one- 
fiftieth of his annual pay and allowances for every year of service; 

(b) if he has completed twenty-one but less than twenty-five years’ service, 
an annual sum equal to twenty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, with 
an addition of two-fiftieths of such pay and allowances for every completed year 
of service above twenty years; 

(c) if he has.completed twenty-five years’ service, an annual sum equal to 
thirty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, with an addition of one-fiftieth 
of such pay and allowances for every completed year of service above twenty-five 
years: Provided, that the pension shall not exceed two-thirds of his annual pay 
at his retirement. But for the purpose of estimating any such pension, neither 
working pay nor extra pay of any man shall be considered. 
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10. That the Governor in Council may authorize the Commissioner to appoint, by 
warrant under his hand, such officers and men, who have served in the Force, to be a 
Reserve, to be known as the “ Royal Northwest Mounted Police Reserve”, 

(a) such officer or man when called up for duty to hold the rank and draw 
the pay which he received on the date of his retirement or discharge from the 
Force; and, 

(b) any member when called up for training for a period not exceeding 
seven days in any one year, to receive the same rate of pay as when called up for 
duty. 


The Bill No. 113, An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of the financial year ending the 31st March, 1919, was read the third 
time and passed. 


The Bill No. 74, An Act to amend The Fertilizers Act, 1909, was again con- 
sidered in Committee of the Whole, reported with amendments, considered as amended, 
and ordered for a third reading at the next sitting of the House. 


The Bill No. 18, An Act respecting Bankruptcy, was again considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, reported with amendments, considered as amended, and ordered 
for a third reading at the next sitting of the House.

and of the character of the ports of said Hudson Bay with regard to their fitness as 
railway terminals.

By Mr. Michaud, for Mr. Desaulniers:—Order of the House for a copy of all 
correspondence, memoranda, reports, plans and estimates relating to the construction 
of the retaining wall, along the shore of the St. Lawrence River, opposite the village 
of St. François-Xavier de Batiscan, in the County of Champlain. 


Mr. Calder moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, 
to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient,— 

1. To bring in a measure for the promotion of Technical Education in Canada. 


2. That for the purpose of promoting and assisting technical education in Canada, 
the following sums, aggregating ten million dollars, shall be appropriated and made 
available for payment out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada, during each 
fiscal year for the period of ten years beginning with the year ending the thirty-first 
day of March, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, namely :— 

(a) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thou- - 
sand nine hundred and twenty, the sum of seven hundred thousand dollars; 

(b) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-one, the sum of eight hundred thousand dollars; 

(c) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-two, the sum of nine hundred thousand dollars; 

(d) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-three, the sum of one million dollars; 

(e) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four, the sum of one million, one hundred thousand 
dollars; 

and the like sum of one million, one hundred thousand dollars during each of the 
succeeding fiscal years until the expiration of the fiscal year ending the thirty-first 
day of March, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine. 

Such sums, subject to the conditions of the proposed legislation, shall be allotted 
and shall be paid quarterly as grants to the Governments of the several provinces in 
proportion to the population of the said provinces respectively as determined by the 
last federal census. 
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3. That the grant payable to any province in any year shall not exceed the amount 
provided for each province by the foregoing resolutions, nor shall it exceed an amount 
equivalent to that which the Provincial Government shall expend on technical educa- 
tion within such year. 

4. That in determining the grant payable to any Province annually, no account 
shall be taken of any liability or expenditure incurred by the Province for the acquir- 
ing of land, the erection or improvement of any buildings, or the supplying of furnish- 
ings or equipment for any technical education institution established in the province 
prior to the first day of April, 1919. 

_ 5. That the payment of the grants hereinbefore authorized shall be made subject 
to the following terms and conditions :— 

(a) All payments shall be applied and used for technical education in the 
manner agreed upon by the Minister and the Government of each Province; 
every such agreement shall be approved by the Governor in Council; 

(b) No portion of any grant shall be used in whole or in part in meeting 
any liability or expenditure of any kind whatsoever incurred in any province 
prior to the first day of July, 1919, for lands, buildings, furnishings or equip- 
ment secured or provided for technical education purposes; 

(c) Not more than twenty-five per centum of the annual grant payable 
to any province shall be applied for acquiring land, erecting, extending or 
improving buildings or supplying furnishings and equipment; 

(d) There shall be forwarded to the Minister annually by each Province - 
taking advantage of the provisions of the proposed legislation a report setting 
forth the work done in such province in promoting technical education, contain- 
ing such details and information as may be prescribed by the Minister; 

(e) The Minister shall be the sole judge of all questions and differences that 
may arise under the proposed legislation or under any agreement made in 
pursuance of the proposed legislation; 

(f) Every province receiving a grant shall furnish the Minister with such 
evidence as he may require to show that the grants paid hereunder are expended 
for technical education as provided by the proposed legislation. 

6. That any portion of any appropriation authorized under this proposed legisla- 
tion which may remain unexpended at the expiration of any of the said fiscal years, 
shall be carried forward and remain available according to its apportionment for the 
purposes of this proposed legislation during any one or more of the succeeding years;- 
provided that not more than twenty-five per centum of any annual appropriation shall 
be so carried forward and remain available without the approval of the Minister. 

7. This proposed legislation shall not apply to any Province until the Government 
thereof has by Order in Council approved its provisions and signified its desire to take 
advantage thereof. 

Whereupon, Mr. Calder, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolutions recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to 
consider the said proposed Resolutions. 


Mr. Mewburn moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to amend the Militia Pension Act, chapter forty-two of the 
Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, and to provide :— 

its That an officer who is retired compulsorily, for any cause other than mis- 
conduct or inefficiency, after ten years’ service, shall be entitled to a pension’ for 
life, not exceeding one-fiftieth of the pay and allowances of his rank or permanent 
appointment at the time of his retirement for each completed year of service. 
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2. That in the case of an officer who has been seconded or given leave of absence 
for service in a position in the public service of Canada or in the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force or in any other military force raised in Canada for service outside 
Canada, and paid and maintained by the Government of Canada, or who has been 
permitted to serve in any such force, deductions at the rate of five per cent per annum 
shall be made from the salary or pay, as the case may be, which such officer is 
receiving in the said public service, or as an officer/in any such force, and those 
deductions shall form part of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada, and shall 
be treated in all respects as deductions under section eight of the Militia Pension 
Act; and, notwithstanding anything in that Act mentioned, the pension granted to 
an officer thus seconded, or thus serving in any such force, shall be based on his 
salary and allowances, or his pay and allowances, as the case may be, which at the 
date of his retirement the said officer is receiving from the said Government in the 
public service or in such force. 

3. That the time served as an officer, non-commissioned officer or man on active 
service during the war between Great Britain and Germany, which commenced on 
the fourth day of August, one thousand nine hundred and fourteen, shall be counted 
for pension purposes under the said Militia Pension Act. 

4. That every militiaman shall be entitled to retire and receive a pension for 
life who has completed not less than ten years’ service, subject to the provisions 
of the Militia Pension Act. 

5. That the pension to a militiaman on retirement shall be:— 


(a) if he has completed ten but less than twenty years’ service, an annual 
sum equal to one-fiftieth of his annual pay and allowances for every com- 
pleted year of service; 

(b) if he has completed twenty but less than twenty-five years’ service, 
an annual sum equal to twenty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, 
with an addition of two-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances for every 
completed year of service above twenty years; 

(c) if he has completed twenty-five years’ service, an annual sum equal 
to thirty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, with an addition of one- 
fiftieth of his annual pay and allowances for every completed year of service 
above twenty-five years: Provided that the pension shall not exceed two-thirds 
of his annual pay and allowances at his retirement. 

‘6. That the time served as a militiaman on active service during the war between 
Great Britain and Germany, which commenced on the fourth day of August, one 
thousand nine hundred and fourteen, shall be counted for pension purposes under 
the said Militia Pension Act. 

7. That the Governor in Council may as to him seems fit grant a pension to 
the widow and a compassionate allowance to each of the children of any officer who, 
having completed twenty years’ service, was at the time of his death on full pay, 
or who, having completed ten years’ service, was at the time of his'death in receipt 
of a pension. 

8. That the pension ‘of a widow shall, if her husband was at the time of his 
death on full pay, be an amount equal to one-half of the pension to whic he would 
have been entitled if he had been retired compulsorily immediately before his death, 
or, if at the time of his death he had been pensioned, an amount equal to one-half 
of such pension. ; 

9. That pensions to widows heretofore granted under the provisions of the 
Militia Pension Act may be re-adjusted in accordance with the provisions of these 
resolutions; but no such re-adjustment shall authorize the increase of any payments 
for pension that accrued before the passing of the Act based upon these resolutions. 
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Whereupon Mr. Mewburn, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolutions recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to 
consider the said proposed Resolutions. 


Mr. Ballantyne moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to amend the Acts respecting the appointment of 
a Harbour Master at the Port of Halifax, chapter forty-nine of the Statutes of 1882, 
and chapter seventy-eight of the Statutes of 1885, by providing :— 

1. That the Harbour Master of the Port of Halifax shall be remunerated for his 
services solely by the fees, or the portion of the fees, which he may be authorized, 
by the rules and regulations, to collect in respect of all ships over twenty tons register, 
entering the port of Halifax, but which shall not at any time exceed the following 
HENES = 

(a) For every ship over twenty tons and not over fifty tons register, fifty 
cents; 
(b) For every ship over fifty tons and not over one hundred tons register, 
one dollar; 
(c) For every ship over one hundred tons and not over two hundred tons 
register, one dollar and fifty cents; 
(d) For every ship over two hundred tons and not over three hundred tons 
register, two dollars; 
(e) For every ship over three hundred tons and not over four hundred tons 
register, two dollars and fifty cents; 
(f) For every ship over four hundred tons and not over five hundred tons 
register, three dollars; 
(g) For every ship over five hundred tons and not over seven hundred 
tons register, four dollars; 1 
(h) For every ship over seven hundred tons and not over one thousand 
tons register, five dollars; 
(i) For every ship over one thousand tons register, seven Da 
ships of twenty tons register and under not to be subject to any duty under this 
resolution, nor ships engaged in trading or plying between ports and places in the 
Dominion of Canada. ‘ f 

2. That the Harbour Master of the Port of Halifax may, out of the moneys 
received by him for fees, retain for his own remuneration such sum, not exceeding 
three thousand dollars per annum, as the Governor in Council may authorize; and 
if the moneys received by him for fees in any calendar year amount to a less sum than 
that allowed him by the Governor in Council, then such sum shall be his remunera- 
tion for that year. 

Whereupon, Mr. Ballantyne, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the ‘Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolutions recommends them to the House.

1921, both with respect to the agreement entered into under the authority of section 
three of The Saint John and Quebec Railway Act, 1916, and also with respect to the 
subsidy agreement made under the authority of section six of the said Act: Provided 
that the said extension shall only be granted with respect to the first named agreement 
after the consent of His Majesty on behalf of the Province of New Brunswick has been 
obtained.

A Message was received from the Senate informing this House that the Senate 


had passed the following Bills, without any amendment :— 


Bill No. 11, An Act respecting the Central Railway Company of Canada. 
Bill No. 18, An Act respecting The Grand Trunk Railway Company of Canada.

Tuberculosis,” and “How our live stock can best be improved and a solid and per- 
manent industry built up.”

Mr. Ballantyne moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to amend the provisions of sections 432, 862, and 865 
of the Canada Shipping Act, chapter 113 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, and 
to provide :— 

1. That notwithstanding anything in Part VI of the said Act, the Governor in 
Council may, when it appears to him to be in the interest of navigation, appoint the 
Minister to be the pilotage authority for any pilotage district, or for any part thereof; 
and the said Minister shall thereupon supersede the then existing pilotage authority 
for that district or part of a district: Provided that nothing in said Part shall author- 
ize the Minister to sit as a tribunal for the trial of offences of which pilots may be 
accused before the pilotage authority; but such Minister may, in any case not provided 
for by Part X of the said Act designate a tribunal or officer to try any such offence. 

2. That for and in respect of all ships entering a port to which Part XII of the 
said Act applies, and at which a Harbour Master is appointed, and discharging or 
taking a cargo, ballast, stores, wood or water, there shall be paid as fees the amount 
prescribed by paragraphs (a), (b), (c), (d), (e), (f) and (g) of section 862 of the 
said Act; that paragraph (A) be repealed; and that the following paragraphs be added 
to the said section :— 

“ (h) for every ship over seven hundred tons and not over one thousand 
tons register, five dollars; 
“ (i) for every ship over one thousand tons register, seven dollars.” 

3. That the salary or remuneration of each Harbour Master shall from time to 
time be fixed by the Governor in Council, but shall not exceed the rate of one thou- 
sand two hundred dollars per annum, and shall be subject to the provisions prescribed 
by the said Act, providing for the payment into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
all moneys received by him for fees, after deducting therefrom the salary or remunera- 
tion fixed as aforesaid, and if the moneys received by him for fees in any year amount 
to a less sum than is so fixed, then such less sum shall be his salary or remuneration 
for that year. 

Whereupon, Mr. Ballantyne, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolutions recommends them to the House.

The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed 
Resolutions to amend the Militia Pension Act, chapter forty-two of the Revised 
Statutes of Canada, 1906. 

(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 
Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the Militia Pension Act, chapter forty- 
two of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, and to provide:— 


1. That an officer who is retired compulsorily, for any cause other than mis- 
conduct or inefficiency, after ten years’ service, shall be entitled to a pension for 
life, not exceeding one-fiftieth of the pay and allowances of his rank or permanent 
appointment at the time of his retirement for each completed year of service. 


2. That in the case of an officer who has been seconded or given leave of absence 
for service in a position in the public service of Canada or in the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force or in any other military force raised in Canada for service outside 
Canada, and paid and maintained by the Government of Canada, or who has been 
permitted to serve in any such force, deductions at the rate of five per cent per annum 
shall be made from the salary or pay, as the case may be, which such officer is 
receiving in the said public service, or as an officer in any such force, and those 
deductions shall form part of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada, and shall 
be treated in all respects as deductions under section eight of the Militia Pension 
Act; and, notwithstanding anything in that Act mentioned, the pension granted to 
an officer thus seconded, or thus serving in any such force, shall be based on his 
salary and allowances, or his pay and allowances, as the case may be, which at the 
date of his retirement the said officer is receiving from the said Government in the 
public service or in such force. 

3. That the time served as an officer, non-commissioned officer or man on active 
service during the war between Great Britain and Germany, which commenced on 
the fourth day of August, one thousand nine hundred and fourteen, shall be counted 
for pension purposes under the said Militia Pension Act. 

4. That every militiaman shall be entitled to retire and receive a pension for 
life who has completed not less than ten years’ service, subject to the provisions 
of the Militia Pension Act i 

5. That the pension to a militiaman on retirement shall be:— 


(a) if he has completed ten but less than twenty years’ service, an annual 
sum equal to one-fiftieth of his annual pay and allowances for every com- 
pleted year of service; 

(b) if he has completed twenty but less than twenty-five years’ service, 
an annual sum equal to twenty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, 
with an addition of two-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances for every 
completed year of service above twenty years; 


(c) if he has completed twenty-five years’ service, an annual sum equal 
to thirty-fiftieths of his annual pay and allowances, with an addition of one- 
fiftieth of his annual pay and allowances for every completed year of service 
above twenty-five years: Provided that the pension shall not exceed two-thirds 
of his annual pay and allowances at his retirement. 
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6. That the time served as a militiaman on active service during the war between 
Great Britain and Germany, which commenced on the fourth day of August, one 
thousand nine hundred and fourteen, shall be counted for pension purposes under 
the said Militia Pension Act. 

7. That the Governor in Council may as to him seems fit grant a pension to 
the widow and a compassionate allowance to each of the children of any officer who, 
having completed twenty years’ service, was at the time of his death on full pay, 
or who, having completed ten years’ service, was at the time of his death in receipt 
of a pension. 

8. That the pension ‘of a widow shall, if her husband was at the time of his 
death on full pay, be an amount equal to one-half of the pension to which he would 
have been entitled if he had been retired compulsorily immediately before his death, 
or, if at the time of his death he had been pensioned, an amount equal to one-half 
of such pension. , 


9. That pensions to widows heretofore granted under the provisions of the 
Militia Pension Act may be re-adjusted in accordance with the provisions of these 
resolutions; but no such're-adjustment shall authorize the increase of any payments 
for pension that accrued before the passing of the Act based upon these resolutions.

The said Resolutions were reported, read the second time and concurred in. 


Mr. Mewburn then obtained leave to present a Bill, No. 118, An Act to amend the 
Militia Pension Act, which was read the first time, and ordered for a second reading 
at the next sitting of the House. 


The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed 
Resolutions to amend the Acts respecting the appointment of a Harbour Master at 
the Port of Halifax, chapter forty-nine of the Statutes of 1882, and chapter seventy- 
eight of the Statutes of 1885.

1. That the Harbour Master of the Port of Halifax shall be remunerated for his 
services solely by the fees, or the portion of the fees, which he may be authorized, 
by the rules and regulations, to collect in respect of all ships over twenty tons register, 
entering the Port of Halifax, but which shall not at any time exceed the following 
rates :— 

(a) For every ship over twenty tons-and not over fifty tons register, fifty 
cents; 
(b) For every ship over fifty tons and not over one hundred tons register, 
one dollar; 
(c) For every ship over one hundred tons and not over two hundred tons 
register, one dollar and fifty cents; 
(d) For every ship over two hundred tons and not over three hundred tons 
register, two dollars; 
(e) For every ship over three hundred tons and not over four hundred tons: 
register, two dollars and fifty cents; 
(f) For every ship over four hundred tons and not over five hundred tons 
register, three dollars; 
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(g) For every ship over five hundred tons and not over seven hundred 
tons register, four dollars; ‘ 
(h) For every ship over seven hundred tons and not over one thousand 
tons register, five dollars; 
(îi) For every ship over one thousand tons register, seven dollars; 
ships of twenty tons register and under not‘to be subject to any duty under this 
resolution, nor ships engaged in trading or plying between ports and ieee in the 
Dominion of Canada, = i 
B. That the Harbour Master of the Port of Halifax may, out of the moneys 
received by him for fees, retain for his own remuneration such sum, not exceeding 
three thousand dollars per annum, as the Governor in Council may authorize; and 
if the moneys received by him for fees in any calendar year amount to a less sum than 
that allowed him by the Governor in Council, then such sum shall be his remunera- 
tion for that year.

The said Report was accordingly concurred in, which is as follows :— 

The Special Committee appointed to consider and report upon the propriety of 
presenting an Address to His Most Excellent Majesty the King, praying that His 
Majesty may be graciously pleased to refrain hereafter from conferring any titles 
upon such of his subjects as are domiciled or living in Canada, except such titles as 
have reference to professional or vocational appellations conferred in respect to com- 
missions issued by His Majesty to persons in the Military or Naval Services of 
Canada, or to persons engaged in the administration of justice in the Dominion; and 
that His Majesty may also be pleased to consider the question of taking measures to 
ensure the extinction at the death of the present possessors of the hereditary titles at 
present in existence in the Dominion; and further that His Majesty may also be pleased 
to take into consideration the question of in future conferring honours, titular dis- 
tinctions and decorations upon subjects of His Majesty ordinarily resident in Canada, 
ineluding those who have performed overseas, in Canada, or elsewhere, naval, military 
and civilian services in connection with the war, presented the following as their 
Report :— 

Your Committee are of the opinion and recommend that an Address be presented 
to His Most Excellent Majesty the King, in the following words :-— 


“To THE Kine’s Most EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


Most Gracious Sovereign. 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the House of Commons of 
Canada in Parliament assembled, humbly approach Your Majesty, praying that Your 
Majesty may be graciously pleased :— 

(a) To refrain hereafter from! conferring any title of honour or titular 
‘distinction upon any of your subjects domiciled or ordinarily resident in 
Canada, save such appellations as are of a professional or vocational character 
or which appertain to an office. 

(b) To provide that appropriate action be taken by legislation or otherwise 
to ensure the extinction of an hereditary title of honour or titular distinction, 
and of a dignity or title as a peer of the realm, on the death of a person 
domiciled or ordinarily resident in Canada at present in enjoyment of an 
hereditary title of honour or titular distinction, or dignity or title as a peer of 
the realm, and that thereafter no such title of honour, titular distinction, or 
dignity or title as a peer of the realm, shall be accepted, enjoyed or used by any 
person or be recognized. 

All of which we humbly pray Your Majesty to take into your favourable 
and gracious consideration.” 

A suggestion was made that the titles of “Right Honourable” and “Honourable” 
be discontinued, but the suggestion did not meet with the approval of the Committee. 

Your Committee, however, do not recommend the discontinuance of the practice 
of awarding military or naval decorations, such as the Victoria Cross, Military Medal, 
Military Cross, Conspicuous Service Cross, and similar decorations to persons in 
military or naval services of Canada for exceptional valour and devotion to duty. 

Your Committee further recommends that appropriate action be taken by legis- 
lation or otherwise to provide that hereafter no person domiciled or ordinarily resident 
in Canada shall accept, enjoy or use any title of honour or titular distinction hereafter 
conferred by a foreign ruler or government. 


On motion of Mr. Nickle, the said Address was ordered to be engrossed. 


On motion of Mr. Nickle, an Address was voted to His Excellency the Governor 
General, praying him to transmit the foregoing Address of this House to His Majesty 
the King, in such manner as His Excellency may seem fit, in order that the same may 
be laid at the foot of the Throne. 
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On motion of Mr. Nickle, it was ordered that the said Address be engrossed, and 
presented to His Excellency the Governor General by such members of the House as 
are of the Honourable the Privy Council.

1. Whether Hadley B. Tremaine, M.P. for Hants, is in the employ of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada or in any way connected with the Military Forces of Canada.

Mr. Maclean (Halifax) moved, That the House do go into Committee of the 
Whole, to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to bring in a measure to amend The Civil Service Act, 1918, 
and therein to provide:— \ 

1. That the Civil Service Commission shall consist of-not more than five members 
appointed by the Governor in Council: Provided, however, that after the expiration 
of three years from the first day of April, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, 
no person shall be appointed a Commissioner until the number of members of the Com- 
mission is reduced to less than three, and after such reduction the number of members 
of the Commission shall not exceed three. 

2. That the Chairman of the Commission shall be paid a salary of seven thousand 
dollars, and each of the other Commissioners six thousand dollars; such salaries to be 
paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 

3. That the provisions of the said Act relating to temporary employment, dis- 
missals, resignations, hours of attendance, annual reports, regulations, examinations, 
classification, appointments, promotions, transfers and compensation be amended, and 
that provision be made for re-classifying the Civil Service and for any additional 
expense which may result from such re-classification. 

Whereupon, Mr. Maclean (Halifax), a Member of the King’s Privy Council, 
informed the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed 
of the subject matter of the said proposed Resolutions, recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole to-morrow, to 
consider the said proposed Resolutions. 


The Bill No. 117, An Act to authorize an extension of time for the completion of 
the Saint John and Quebec Railway between Centreville, in the County of Carleton, 
and Andover, in the County of Victoria, N.B., was read the second time, considered in 
Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, read the third time and 
passed. 


The Bill No. 119, An Act to amend the Acts respecting the appointment of a 
Harbour Master at the Port of Halifax, was read the second time, considered in 
Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, read the third time and 
passed. 


A Message was received from the Senate informing this House that the Senate 
had passed the following Bill, without any amendment :— 

Bill No. 113, An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of the financial year ending 31st March, 1919. 


Also,—A Message informing this House that they had passed the following Bill, 
to which the concurrence of this House was desired :— 

Bill No. 121 (Letter E3 of the Senate), intituled: “An Act for the relief of 
Jean Donaldson Sifton.” 


And also,—A Message communicating to this House the evidence taken before 
the Standing Committee of the Senate on Divorce, to whom was referred the petition 
of Jean Donaldson Sifton, praying for a Bill of Divorce, and the papers produced 
in evidence before them with a request that the same be returned to the Senate. 
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The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed Resolu- 
tions to amend the provisions of sections 482, 862, and 865, of the Canada Shipping 
Act, chapter 113 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906. 


(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the provisions of sections 432, 862, and 
865, of the Canada Shipping Act, chapter 113 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
1906, and to provide :— 

1, That notwithstanding anything in Part VI of the said Act, the Governor in 
Council may, when it appears to him to be in the interest of navigation, appoint the 
Minister to be the pilotage authority for any pilotage district, or for any part thereof; 
and the said Minister shall thereupon supersede the then existing pilotage authority 
for that district or part of a district: Provided that nothing in said Part shall author- 
ize the Minister to sit as a tribunal for the trial of offences of which pilots may be 
accused before the pilotage authority; but such Minister may, in any case not provided 
for by Part X of the said Act, designate a tribunal or officer to try any such offence. 

2. That for and in respect of all ships entering a port to which Part XII of the 
said Act applies, and at which a Harbour Master is appointed, and discharging or 
taking a cargo, ballast, stores, wood or water, there shall be paid as fees the amount 
prescribed by paragraphs (a), (b), (c), (d), (e), (f) and (g) of section 862 of the 
said Act; that paragraph (h) be repealed; and tltat the following paragraphs be added 
-to the said section :— 

“ (h) for every ship over seven hundred tons and not over one thousand 
toms register, five dollars; 
“ (i) for every ship over one thousand tons register, seven dollars.” 

3. That the salary or remuneration of each Harbour Master shall from time to 
time be fixed by the Governor in Council, but shall not exceed the rate of one thou- 
sand two hundred dollars per annum, and shall be subject to the provisions prescribed 
by the said Act, providing for the payment into the Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
all moneys received by him for fees, after deducting therefrom the salary or remunera- 
tion fixed as aforesaid, and if the moneys received by him for fea; in any year amount 
to a less sum than is so fixed, then such less sum shall be his salary or remuneration 
for that year. 


Resolutions to be reported. 


The said Resolutions were reported, read the second time and concurred in. 


Mr. Ballantyne then obtained leave to present a Bill, No. 122, An Act to amend the 
Canada Shipping Act (Pilotage and Harbour Masters), which was read the first time, 
and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of the House. 


The Order being read for the House to go again into Committee of Supply; 
Sir Thomas White moved, That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair. 


After Debate thereon, the said motion was agreed to.

3. That the provisions of the said Act relating to temporary employment, dis- 
missals, resignations, hours of attendance, annual reports, regulations, examinations, 
classification, appointments, promotions, transfers and compensation be amended, and 
that provision be made for re-classifying the Civil Service and for any additional 
expense which may result from such re-classification.

: (a) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty, the sum of seven hundred thousand dollara 

(b) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, the sum of eight hundred thousand 
dollars; 

(c) During the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of March, one thousand 

- nine hundred and twenty-two, the sum of nine hundred thousand dollars;

5. That the payment of the grants hereinbefore authorized shall be made sabie to

(a) All payments shall be applied and used for technical education in the 
manner agreed upon by the Minister and the Government of each Province; 
every such agreement shall be approved by the Governor in Council; 

(b) No portion of any grant shall be used in whole or in part in meeting 


any liability or expenditure of any kind whatsoever incurred in any province — 


prior to the first day of July, 1919, for lands, buildings, furnishings or equip- 
ment secured or provided for technical education purposes; 
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(c) Not more than twenty-five per centum of the annual grant payable 
to any province shall be applied for acquiring land, erecting, extending or 
improving buildings or supplying furnishings and equipment; 

7 (d) There shall be forwarded to the Minister annually by each Province 
taking advantage of the provisions of the proposed legislation a report setting 
forth the work done in such province in promoting technical education, contain- 
ing such details and information as may be prescribed by the Minister; 

(e) The Minister shall be the sole judge of all questions and differences that 
may arise under the proposed legislation or under any agreement made in 
pursuance of the proposed legislation; 

(f) Every province receiving a grant shall furnish the Minister with such 
evidence as he may require to show that the grants paid hereunder are expended 
for technical education as provided by the proposed legislation. 

6. That any portion of any appropriation authorized under this proposed legisla- 
tion which may remain unexpended at the expiration of any of the said fiscal years, 
shall be carried forward and remain available according to its apportionment for the 
purposes of this proposed legislation during any one or more of the succeeding years; 
provided that not more than twenty-five per centum of any annual appropriation shall 
be so carried forward and remain available without the approval of the Minister. 

7. This proposed legislation shall not apply to any Province until the Government 
thereof has by Order in Council approved its provisions and signified its desire to take 
advantage thereof.

PRAYERS. 


The Clerk of the House laid upon the Table the Report of the Clerk of Petitions 
upon the Petition presented on the 5th instant, and the same was read and received, 
and is as follows :— 

Of Stewart Dow and others, of Cromarty and other places, Ontario,—Mr. Steele; 
praying for the passing of an Act prohibiting the manufacture, importation, trans- 
portation or sale of alcoholic liquors for beverage purposes. 


Mr. Guthrie, from the Special Committee appointed to consider and report upon 
the laws relating to sedition and seditious propaganda, presented the following as their 
Report :— 

1. The Special Committee recommends that the following amendments be made 
to the Criminal Code :— 


(1) That the following section be inserted in the Criminal Code after Section 97, 
to be known as 97A, namely :— 


“OTA. Unlawful Associations. 


(1) Any association, organization, society or corporation, one of whose 
purposes or professed purpose is to bring about any governmental, industrial or 
economic change within Canada by use of force, violence or physical injury to 
person or property, or by threats of such injury, or which teaches, advocates, 
advises or defends the use of force, violence, terrorism, or physical injury to 
person or property, or threats of such injury, in order to accomplish such change, 
or for any other purpose, or which shall by any means prosecute or pursue such 
purpose or professed purpose, or shall so teach, advocate, advise or defend, shall 
be an unlawful association. 

(2) Any property, real or personal, belonging or suspected to belong to an 
unlawful association, or held or suspected to be held by any person for or on 
behalf thereof may, without warrant, be seized or taken possession of by any 
person thereunto authorized by the Chief Commissioner of Dominion Police, 
and may thereupon be fouete to His Majesty. . 
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(3) Any person who acts or professes to act as an officer of any such unlaw- 
ful association, and who shall sell, speak, write or publish anything as the repre- 
sentative or professed representative of any such unlawful association, or 
become and continue to be a member thereof, or wear, carry or cause to be dis- 
played upon or about his person or elsewhere, any badge, insignia, emblem, 
banner, motto, pennant, card, button or other device whatsoever, indicating or 
intended to show or suggest that he is a member of or in anywise associated 
with any such unlawful association, or who: shall contribute anything as dues 
or otherwise, to it or to any one for it, or who shall solicit subscriptions or con- 
tributions thereof, shall be guilty of an offence and liable to imprisonment for 
not less than one year and not more than twenty years. 

(4) In any prosecution under this! section, if it be proved that the person 
charged has 

(a) attended meetings of an unlawful association; or 
(b) spoken publicly in advocacy of an unlawful association; or 
(c) distributed literature of an unlawful association by circulation 
through the Post Office mails of Canada, or otherwise, 
it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof to the contrary, that he is a member 
of such unlawful association. 

(5) Any owner, lessee, agent or superintendent of any building, room, 
premises or place, who knowingly permits therein any meeting of an unlawful 
association or any subsidiary association or branch or committee thereof, or any 
assemblage of persons who teach, advocate, advise or defend the use, without 
authority of the law, of force, violence or physical injury to person or property, 
or threats of such injury, shall be guilty of an offence under this section and 
shall be liable to a fine of not more than five thousand dollars or to imprisonment 
for not more than five years, or to both fine and imprisonment. 

(6) If any judge of any superior or county court, police or stipendiary 
magistrate, or any two justices of the peace, is or are satistied by information 
on oath that there is reasonable ground for suspecting that any contravention 
of this section has been or is about to be committed, he or they may issue 
a search warrant under his or their hands, authorizing any peace officer, 
police officer, or constable, with such assistance as he may require, to enter 
at any time any premises or place mentioned in the warrant, and to search 
such premises or place, and every person found therein, and to seize and 
carry away any ‘books, periodicals, pamphlets, pictures, papers, circulars, 
cards, letters, writings, prints, handbills, posters, publications or documents 
which are found on or in such premises or place, or in the possession of any 
person therein at the time of such search, and the same, when so seized may 
be earried away and may be forfeited to His Majesty. 

(7) Where, by this section, it is proviced that any property may be 
forfeited to His Majesty, the forfeiture may be adjudged or declared by any 
judge of any superior or county court, or by any police or stipendiary magis- 
trate, or by any two justices of the peace, in summary manner, and by the 
procedure provided by Part XV of this Act, in so far as applicable, or subject 


(2) That Section 138 of the Criminal Code be repealed. 


(3) That Section 134 of the Criminal Code be amended by striking out the 
words “two years” before the word “imprisonment” in the second line of the said 
section, and by inserting the words “for a term of not less than one year and 
not more than twenty years” after the said word “imprisonment.” 


(4) That the following paragraph be inserted in the said Code as paragrapk 
97B: 
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“97B. Any person who prints, publishes, edits, issues, circulates, sells, 
offers for sale or distribution any book, newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, 
picture, paper, circular, card, letter, writing, print, publication or document 
of any kind, in which is taught, advocated, advised or defended, or who 
shall in any manner teach, advocate, advise or defend the use, without author- 
ity of law, of force, violence, terrorism, or physical injury to person or 
property, or threats of such injury, as a means of accomplishing any govern- 
‘mental, industrial or economic change, or otherwise, shall be guilty of an 
offence and liable to imprisonment for not less than one year, and not more 
than twenty years. 


(2) Any person who circulates or attempts to circulate or distribute any 
book, newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, picture, paper, circular, cara, letter, 
writing, print, publication, or document of any kind, as described in this 
section by mailing the same or causing the same to be mailed or posted 
in any Post Office, letter box, or other mail receptacle in Canada, shall be 
guilty of an offence, and shall be liable to imprisonment for not less than 
one year and not more than twenty years. 


(3) Any person who imports into Canada from any other country, or 
attempts to import by or through any means whatsoever, any book, news- 
paper, periodical, pamphlet, picture, paper, circular, card, letter, ‘writing, 
print, publication or document of any kind as described in this section, shall be 
guilty of an offence and shall be liable to imprisonment for not less than 
one year and not more than twenty years. 


(4) It shall be the duty of every person in the employment of the 
Government of Canada, either in the Post Office Department, or in 
any other Department to seize and take possession of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, picture, paper, circular, card, letter, 
writing, print, publication or document, as: mentioned in the last 
preceding section, upon discovery of same in the Post Office mails of Canada 
or in or upon any station, wharf, yard, car, truck, motor or other vehicle, 
steamboat or other vessel upon which the same may be found and when so 
seized and taken, without delay to transmit the same, together with the 
envelopes, coverings and wrappings attached thereto, to the Chief Commissioner 
of Dominion Police.” - 


Mr. Steele, from the Select Standing Committee on Miscellaneous Private Bills,

Whereupon, Mr. Rowell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends it to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to 
consider the said proposed Resolution. 


On motion of Mr. Ballantyne, the House resolved to go into Committee of the 
Whole, to-morrow, to consider the following proposed resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to amend the Canada Shipping Act, and to provide :— 

1. That a transfer or a mortgage or a transfer of a mortgage of a British 
ship registered in Canada to a person not qualified to own a British ship, or to 
a foreign controlled company, shall not have any effect unless the same is approved 
by the Minister of Marine and Fisheries on behalf of His Majesty. 


2. That any person who makes or purports to make such a transfer, mortgage 
or transfer of mortgage without this approval shall, in respect of each offence, incur 
a penalty of a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars or imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding five years, or both fine and imprisonment, and such penalty . 
may be imposed either upon summary conviction or upon indictment. 

3. That the expression “ foreign controlled company ” shall mean any corpora- 
tion,— 

(a) where the majority of the directors, or persons occupying the position 
of directors by whatever name called, are not British subjects; or 

(b) where the majority of the voting power is in the hands of persons 
who are not British subjects, or who exercise their voting powers directly 
or indirectly on behalf of persons who are not British subjects; or 

(c) where the control is by any other means whatever in the hands of 
persons who are not British subjects; or 

(d) where the executive is a foreign controlled company, or where the 

majority of the executive are appointed by a foreign controlled company. 

A corporation shall not be deemed to be a British subject for the purposes of 
this resolution unless it is established in and subject to the laws of some part of 
His Majesty’s Dominions or of some British Protectorate, and has its principal 
place of business therein. 

4. That the Minister may require any person who is the owner or mortgagee 
of a British ship registered in Canada, or who applies to be registered as the owner 
or mortgagee of a British ship registered in Canada, to furnish to him such 
particulars as appear necessary to him for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not that person is, or is a trustee for, or otherwise represents, a foreign controlled 
company, and, in the case of a corporation, may also require the secretary, or any 
other officer of the corporation performing the duties of secretary, to furnish those 
particulars. 

'5. That if any person fails to supply such particulars as it is in his power to 
give when required, or furnishes particulars which are false in any material particu- 
lar, he shall be guilty of an offence and shall incur a penalty of a fine not exceed- 
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ing five thousand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding five years, 
or both fine and imprisonment, and such penalty may be imposed either upon summary 
conviction or upon indictment. 

6. That where, after the passing of the Act based upon these resolutions, any 
person who is the owner or mortgagee of a British ship registered in Canada ceases 
to be a British subject or becomes a foreign controlled company, that ship, or, in 
the case of a mortgagee of a ship, the interest of the mortgagee shall be subject to 
forfeiture under Part I of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 


T. That in these resolutions, unless the context otherwise requires, any reference 
to a ship shall include a reference to a share in a ship. 


8. That the Act embracing this proposed legislation shall continue in operation 
during the present war and for three years after the conclusion of peace. 


The House resumed the adjourned Debate on the proposed motion of Sir Thomas 
White,—That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair for the House to go again into 
Committee of Ways and Means.

Mr. McMaster moved in amendment thereto: That all the words after the word

present high cost of living. They give no definite promise of tariff revision downwards. 

“ That to relieve the present situation, the tariff should be so framed as to free the 
food of the people and the machinery used in the development of the natural resources 
of Canada, together with the raw material entering into the manufacture thereof; 

“To take off or substantially reduce, as speedily as may be expedient and just to 
all interested, the duties upon all other necessaries of life; 

“ Also, the reciprocal offer of trade with the United States should be accepted, and 
a general downward revision of the tariff undertaken forthwith in conformity with the 
principle herein enunciated.” 

And a Debate arising thereon, the said Debate was, on motion of Mr. Béland, 
adjourned.

considerations for which were the granting of subsidies and financial aid. 

(b) The Senate is of opinion that if these agreements are to be terminated, 
it should be the result of negotiations between the parties. 


4. That the Senate doth not agree to the amendment proposed by the House of 
Commons to be made to clause 374 of the Bill, number 28 of the said amendments, 
for the following reason :— 

That the Senate is of opinion that the section passed by the Senate is a 
more equitable solution of the questions involved than the amendment of the 
. House of Commons. 


5. That the Senate doth not agree to the amendment proposed by the House of 
Commons to be made to clause 376 of the Bill, number 29 of the said amendments, 
for the following reasons :— 

(a) The proposed amendment would deprive a company suffering damage 
from obtaining compensation. z 

(b) The words “ compensation if any” proposed to be struck out of the 
section as passed by the Senate, will not confer any “substantive right to 
damages, but will only give a medium of obtaining redress in case damages 
have been incurred.

BUSINESS PROFITS WAR TAX ACT: 


Resolved, 1. That it is expedient to amend The Business Profits War Tax Act, 
1916, as amended by chapter six of the statutes of 1917 and by chapter ten of the 
statutes of 1918, and to provide that the provisions of Section three of the said Act 
shall not continue in force after the thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine 


hundred and nineteen; 


2. That with respect to every business liable to taxation under the said Act the 
period for which the returns shall be made and during which it shall be lable for 
assessment shall be at least sixty months, commencing with the beginning of the first 
accounting period ending after the thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine 
hundred and fourteen, or for such less period as the business may have been carried 
on from the beginning of the said accounting period to the end of the period for 
which the said tax may be levied under this Act; 


3. That the word “commencing” be replaced by the word “ending” in the 
proviso to section twenty-six as enacted by chapter ten of the statutes of 1918. 
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INCOME WAR TAX ACT. 


Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the provisions of The Income War Tax 
Act, 1917, as amended by chapter 25 of the statutes of 1918 and to provide, — 


1. That income liable to taxation shall include the salaries, indemnities or other 
remuneration of members of the Senate and House of Commons of Canada and 
officers thereof, of members of Provincial Legislative Councils and Assemblies, of 
Municipal Councils, Commissions and Boards of Management, of any Judge of any 
Dominion or Provincial Court appointed after the passing of this Act, and of all 
other persons, including those whose salaries, indemnities or other remuneration 
are paid by His Majesty in respect of His Government of the Dominion of Canada, 
or of any Province; excepting therefrom the income of the Governor General of 
Canada. 


2. That the exemptions and deductions allowed from taxable income by paragraph 

(a) of subsection one of section three of The Income War Tax Act, 1917, be amended 

to provide for such reasonable allowance as may be granted by the Minister, in his 

absolute discretion for depreciation; by striking out the exemption for any expenditure 

of a capital nature for renewals or for the development of a business; and by adding 

the provision that the Minister when determining the income derived from timber 
limits shall make an allowance for their exhaustion. 


3. That the allowance of two hundred dollars for each child under sixteen years 
of age who is dependent upon the taxpayer for support as enacted in paragraph (b) 
of subsection one of section three of The Income War Tax Act, 1917 as amended 
by chapter 25 of the statutes of 1918 be allowed for the purposes of the normal tax 
only. 


4. That in lieu of the provisions of paragraph (d) of subsection one of section 
three of The Income War Tax Act, 1917, it be enacted that dividends received by 
or credited to shareholders of a corporation which is liable to taxation under the 
provisions of the said Act shall not be liable to normal tax in the hands of the share- 
holcers but shall be liable to the supertax and surtax provisions of the said Act and 
to the surtax provisions of these resolutions. The amount of the exemption from 
normal tax to the shareholders shall not exceed the net amount of such dividends 
after the deduction of the interest or carrying charges, if any, in respect of such 
dividends. Provided, however, 


(a) that in determining the income no deduction shall be allowed in respect 
of personal and living expenses, and in cases in which personal and living 
expenses form part of the profit, gain or remuneration of the taxpayer, the same 
shall be assessed as income for the purposes of this Act; 


(b) that deficits or losses sustained in transactions entered into for profit 
but not connected with the chief business, trade, profession or occupation of 
the taxpayer may not be deducted from income derived from the chief business, 
trade, profession or occupation of the taxpayer in determining his taxable 
income. 


5. That it be enacted in lieu of the provisions of subsection four of section three 
of The Income War Tax Act, 1917, that the share of a taxpayer in the undivided 
or undistributed gains and profits of a corporation shall not be deemed to be taxable 
income of the taxpayer unless the Minister is of opinion that the accumulation of 
such undivided and undistributed gains and profits is made for the purpose of evading 
the tax and is in excess of what is reasonably required for the purposes of the business. 


6. That dividends or shareholders’ bonuses paid or credited to its shareholders 
by a corporation on or after January 1, 1917, shall be taxable as income of the share- 
holder in the year in which the same are received or credited umless paid exclusively 
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out of a surplus or accumulated profits on hand prior to the 1st January, 1917. No 
dividend or shareholders bonus shall be deemed to be paid or credited out of surplus 
or accumulated profits on hand prior to the 1st January, 1917, if the earnings of the 
corporation since the beginning of the accounting period which ended in 1917 are 
sufficient to provide for the said dividend and other taxable dividends paid or credited 
since the said date. 

(a) Income of a beneficiary of an estate shall be deemed to include the amount 
accruing during each taxation year to which he, his heirs or assigns are entitled from 
the income of the estate whether distributed or not. 


(b) Any part of the remuneration of a taxpayer retained by his employer in 
connection with insurance, sick benefit, superannuation, pension fund or plan shall 
be allowed as an exemption or deduction from the income of the taxpayer for income 
tax purposes, and any payment to an employee out of such fund or plan shall be 
included as taxable income of the employee. 


7. That there shall be assessed, levied and paid upon the income during the pre- 
ceding year of every person residing or ordinarily resident in Canada or employed 
in Canada or carrying on any business in Canada except corporations and joint stock 
companies, the following taxes: 

(a) Four per centum upon all income exceeding one thousand dollars but not 
exceeding six thousand dollars in the case of unmarried persons and widows or 
widowers without dependent children, and exceeding two thousand dollars but not 
exceeding six thousand dollars in the case of all other persons; 


Eight per centum upon all income exceeding six thousand dollars in the case of 
all persons. 


And in addition thereto the following surtax: 


(b) One per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds five thousand 
dollars and does not exceed six thousand dollars; 

Two per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds six thousand 
dollars and does not exceed eight thousand dollars; 

Three per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds eight thousand 
dollars and does not exceed ten thousand dollars; 

Four per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ten thousand 
dollars and does not exceed twelve thousand dollars; 

Five per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twelve thousand 
dollars and does not exceed fourteen thousand dollars; 

Six per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fourteen thousand 
dollars and does not exceed sixteen thousand dollars; 

Seven per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixteen thou- 
sand dollars and does not exceed eighteen thousand dollars; 

Eight per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds eighteen thou- 
sand dollars and does not exceed twenty thousand dollars; 

Nine per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twenty thousand 
dollars and does not exceed twenty-two thousand dollars; 

Ten per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twenty-two thou- 
sand dollars and does not exceed twenty-four thousand dollars; 

Eleven per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twenty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed twenty-six thousand dollars; 

Twelve per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twenty-six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed twenty-eight thousand dollars; 

Thirteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds twenty-eight 
thousand dollars and does not exceed thirty thousand dollars; 

Fourteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds thirty thou- 
sand dollars and does not exceed thirty-two thousand dollars; 
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Fifteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds thirty-two 
thousand dollars and does not exceed thirty-four thousand dollars; 

Sixteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds thirty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed thirty-six thousand dollars; 

Seventeen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds thirty-six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed thirty-eight thousand dollars; 

Eighteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds thirty-eight 
thousand dollars and does not exceed forty thousand dollars; 

Nineteen per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds forty thou- 
sand dollars and does not exceed forty-two thousand dollars; 

Twenty per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ord two 
thousand dollars and does not exceed forty-four thousand dollars; 

Twenty-one per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds forty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed forty-six thousand dollars; 

Twenty-two per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds forty-six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed forty-eight thousand dollars; 

Twenty-three per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds forty- 
eight thousand dollars and does not exceed fifty thousand dollars; 

Twenty-four per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fifty 
thousand dollars and does not exceed fifty-two thousand dollars; 

Twenty-five per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fifty-two 
thousand dollars and does not exceed fifty-four thousand dollars; 

Twenty-six per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fifty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed fifty-six thousand dollars; 

Twenty-seven per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fifty-six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed fifty-eight thousand dollars; 

Twenty-eight per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds fifty- 
- eight thousand dollars and does not exceed sixty thousand dollars; 

Twenty-nine per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixty 
thousand dollars and does not exceed sixty-two thousand dollars; 

Thirty per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixty-two 
thousand dollars and does not exceed sixty-four thousand dollars; 

Thirty-one per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed sixty-six thousand dollars; 

Thirty-two per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixty-six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed sixty-eight thousand dollars; 

Thirty-three per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds sixty- 
eight thousand dollars and does not exceed seventy thousand dollars; 

‘Thirty-four per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds seventy 
thousand dollars and does not exceed seventy-two thousand dollars;

‘Forty-one per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds eighty-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed eighty-six thousand dollars; 
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Forty-two per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds eighty- “six 
thousand dollars and does not exceed eighty-eight thousand dollars; 

Forty-three per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds eighty- 
eight thousand dollars and does not exceed ninety thousand dollars; 

Forty-four per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ninety 
thousand dollars and does not exceed ninety-two thousand dollars; 

Forty-five per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ninety-two 
thousand dollars and does not exceed ninety-four thousand dollars; 

Forty-six per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ninety-four 
thousand dollars and does not exceed ninety-six thousand dollars; 

Forty-seven per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ninety- 
six thousand dollars and does not exceed ninety-eight thousand dollars; 

Forty-eight per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds ninety- 
eight thousand dollars and does not exceed one hundred thousand dollars; 

Fifty-two per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds one hun- 
dred thousand dollars and does not exceed one hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 

Fifty-six per cenfum upon the amount by which the income exceeds one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars and does not exceed two hundred thousand dollars; 

Sixty per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds two hundred 
thousand dollars and does not exceed three hundred thousand dollars; 

Sixty-three per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds three 
hundred thousand dollars and does not exceed five hundred thousand dollars; 

Sixty-four per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds five hun- 
dred thousand dollars and does not exceed one million dollars; 

Sixty-five per centum upon the amount by which the income exceeds one million 
dollars. 


8. That in lieu of the provisions of subsection two of section four of The Income 
War Tax Act, 1917, as amended by section three of chapter 25 of the statutes of 
1918, it be enacted that corporations and joint stock companies, no matter how 
created or organized, shall pay ten per centum upon income exceeding two thousand 
dollars, but shall not be liable to pay the surtax; any corporation or joint stock 
company the fiscal year of which is not the calendar year shall make a return and 
have the tax payable by it computed upon its income for its fiscal year ending 
within the calendar year for which the return is being made. 


9. That any persons carrying on business in partnership shall be liable for the 
income tax only in their individual capacity. Provided, however, that a husband 
and wife carrying on business together shall not be deemed to be partners for any 
purpose under The Income War Tax Act, 1917. 


10. That a member of a partnership or proprietor of a business whose fiscal year 
is other than the calendar year shall make a return of his income from the business, 
and his tax shall be computed upon the basis of his income from the business for the 
fiscal period ending within the calendar year for which the return is being made. 


11. That it be enacted in lieu of the provisions of subsection five of section four 
of The Income War Tax Act. 1917, that taxpayers shall be entitled to the follow- 
ing deductions from the amount that would otherwise be payable by them for taxes 
under the provisions of the said Act: 

(a) The amount paid by such taxpayer under the provisions of Part 1 of The 
Special War Revenue Act, 1915, and any amendments thereto or The Business 
Profits War Tax Act, 1916, and any amendments thereto: Provided that in computing 
the taxable income hereunder, the taxpayer shall not include any taxes paid under 
the said Acts in the expenses of his business, and the Minister shall have power to 
determine any questions that may arise in consequence of any difference in the 
several periods for which the taxes under the said Acts and under the proposed legis- 
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lation respectively are payable, and the decision of the Minister thereon shall be final 
and conclusive. In the case of a partnership each partner shall be entitled to deduct 
such portion of the tax paid by the partnership under 'The Business Profits War Tax 
Act, 1916, and any amendments thereto as may correspond to his interest in the 
income of the partnership, provided that such deduction shall not affect the lability 
of the taxpayer to tax hereunder in respect of any income which does not form part 
of the profits assessed under The Business Profits War Tax Act, 1916, but such 
income shall be assessed for income tax purposes, in the same manner as if it were 
the only income of the taxpayer. 

(b) the amount paid to Great Britain or any of its self-governing colonies or 
dependencies for income tax in respect of the income of the taxpayer derived from 
sources therein and the amount paid to any foreign country for income tax in respect 
of the income of the taxpayer derived from sources therein, if, and only if, such 
foreign country in imposing such tax allows a similar credit to persons in receipt of 
income derived from sources within Canada; provided, that such deduction shall 
not at any time exceed the amount of tax which would otherwise be payable under 
the provisions of section three of chapter 25 of the statutes of 1918, or these resolu- 
tions, in respect of the said income derived from sources within Great Britain or 


any of its self-governing colonies or dependencies or any foreign country; and ~ 


further provided, that the said deduction shall be allowed only if the taxpayer fur- 
nishes evidence satisfactory to the minister showing the amount and other particulars 
of income derived from sources within Great Britain or any of its self-governing 
colonies or dependencies or any foreign country. 


12. That every person required to make a return of his income under subsection 
one of section seven of The Income War Tax Act, 1917, who fails to make a return 
within the time limited therefor shall be subject to a penalty of twenty-five per 
centum of the amount of the tax payable, and every other person who is required 
to make a return under the provisions of the said! section who fails to do so within 
the time limited therefor, will be subject to a penalty of ten dollars for each day 
during which the default continues, and all such penalties shall be assessed and 
collected from the person liable to make the return in the same manner in which 
taxes are assessed and collected. Provided that the Minister may on application 
extend the time for making a return in such circumstances as he may approve. 


13. That the date of assessment fixed by subsection one of section ten be changed 
from the thirtieth day of April to the thirty-first day of October, and in default 
of payment within one month from the date of the mailing of the assessment notice, 
a penalty of five per centum of the amount of such tax shall be added thereto, and 
thereafter a further penalty of one per centum per month shall be added for each 
additional month or portion thereof during which the said tax and penalty remain 
unpaid. 


14. That the Minister may refund any tax or penalty wrongfully or illegally 
assessed and collected but no refund shall be allowed because of any alleged error 
in the assessment unless application therefor is made within twelve months of the 
date of the payment of the tax or penalty. 


15. That any chartered bank of Canada shall receive for deposit without any 
charge for discount or commission any cheque made payable to the Receiver General 
of Canada in payment of tax or penalty imposed by this proposed legislation, whether 
drawn on the bank receiving the cheque or on any other chartered bank in Canada. 


16. That excepting such provisions as are applicable to income tax returns and — 


assessments of income for the year 1919, and accounting periocs ending in 1919 and 
subsequently, and as are applicable to income tax returns and assessments of income 
for the year 1918, and accounting periods ending in 1918, and subsequently, all other 
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_ provisions of the proposed legislation shall, for the purpose of administration, be 
deemed and construed as having force and effect as from the date on which The 
Income War Tax Act, 1917, came into force.

Sir Robert Borden, for Mr. Ballantyne moved, That the House do go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 


That it is expedient to provide,— 
1. That the Governor in Council may, from time to time, advance and pay the 
Corporation of the Vancouver Harbour Commissioners, hereinafter called the “ Cor- 
poration,” such sums of money, not exceeding in the whole the sum of five million 
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dollars, as may be required to enable the Corporation to carry on the construction 
of works to provide such terminal facilities as are deemed necessary for the proper 
development and equipment of the harbour of Vancouver. 

2. That during the period of construction of the works referred to in these resolu- 
tions, the interest payable on the debentures deposited with the Minister of Finance 
and Receiver General under the provisions of the Act to be based upon these resolu- 
tions, in respect of the construction of such works, shall be deemed to be money 
required to enable the Corporation to construct the said works, and to be a part of 
the cost of the construction thereof, and the said interest may be paid out of the 
said sum of five million dollars. The period of construction herein referred to shall 
begin on the day when the first advance is made on account of the said construction, 
an@ shall terminate on such date as the Governor in Council shall fix and determine. 

3. That no construction of any works shall be begun, and no advance shall be 
made under the proposed legislation, until the necessary plans, specifications, and 
estimates in detail to govern the construction of such works have been submitted 
to and approved by the Governor in Council. 

4. That applications for the said advances shall be made monthly by the Corpora- 
tion during the period of construction of said works, with statements detailing the 
total expenditure on any work in the month which the requested advance is to cover, 
and such other statements and information as the Minister may require, and no pay- 
ment shall be made on any application until the application has been approved by 
the Governor in Council. 

5. That the Corporation shall, upon any advances being made, deposit with the 
Minister of Finance and Receiver General, debentures of the Corporation eoual in 

~par value to the advance so made (which debentures the Corporation is authorized to 
issue by the proposed legislation), and each such debenture shall be for such amount 
as the Minister of Finance and Receiver General shall prescribe. The debentures 
shall bear date of the day such advance is made, and shall be repayable within twenty- 
five years from the date of their issue. They shall bear interest at the rate of five 
per centum per annum, and such interest shall be made payable half yearly on the 
first day of July and the first day of January in each year. 

6. That the principle and interest of the sums advanced to the Corporation under 
the authority of the Act to be based on these resolutions, shall be payable by the Cor- 
poration out of all its property and assets, and out of all its tolls, rates, dues, penalties 
and other sources of revenue and income, and shall rank as a charge thereon next after, 
and have precedence in regard to payment next after, the principle and interest of all 
debentures or bonds heretofore issued by the Corporation to the public and amounting 
to the sum of three hundred thousand dollars, said debentures or bonds having been 
issued under the provisions of Chapter 54 of the Statutes of 1913. 

Whereupon, Sir Robert Borden, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject-matter of the said proposed Resolutions, recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to con- 
sider the said proposed Resolutions. 


Sir Robert Borden then moved, That the House return to the Orders of the Day; 
which was agreed to. ; 


The Bill No. 134, An Act respecting the Canadian Patriotic Fund, was read the 
second time, considered in Committee of the Whole, reported with an amendment, 
considered as amended; ; ;

The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed 
Resolutions respecting the advance and pay of certain sums of money to the Corpora- 
tion of the Vancouver Harbour Commissioners. 


(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 

Resolved, That it is expedient to provide,— 

1. That the Governor in Council may, from time to time, advance and pay the 
Corporation of the Vancouver Harbour Commissioners, hereinafter called the “ Cor- 
poration,” such sums of money, not exceeding in the whole the sum of five million 
dollars, as may be required to enable the Corporation to carry on the construction 
of works to provide such terminal facilities as are deemed necessary for the proper 
development and equipment of the harbour of Vancouver, 

2. That during the period of construction of the works referred to in these resolu- 
tions, the interest payable on the debentures deposited with the Minister of Finance 
and Receiver General under the provisions of the Act to be based upon these resolu- 
tions, in respect of the construction of such works, shall be deemed to be money 
required to enable the Corporation to construct the said works, and to be a part of 
the cost of the construction thereof, and the said interest may be paid out of the 
said sum of five million dollars. The period of construction herein referred to shall 
begin on the day when the first advance is made on account of the said construction, 
and shall terminate on such date as the Governor in Council shall fix and determine. 


3. That no construction of any works shall be begun, and no advances shall be © 


made under the proposed legislation, until the necessary plans, specifications, and 
estimates in detail to govern ‘the construction of such works have been submitted 
to and approved by the Governor in Council. 

4. That applications for the said advances shall be made monthly by the Corpora- 
tion during the period of construction of said works, with statements detailing the 
total expenditure on any work in the month which the requested advance is to cover, 
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and such other statements and information as the Minister may require, ana no pay- 
ment shall be made on any application until the application has been approved by 
the Governor in Council. 

5. That the Corporation shall, upon any advances being made, deposit with the 
Minister of Finance and Receiver General, debentures of the Corporation equal in 
par value to the advance so made (which debentures the Corporation is authorizd to 
issue by the proposed legislation), and each such debenture shall be for such amount 
as the Minister of Finance and Receiver General shall prescribe. The debentures 
shall bear date of the day such advance is made, and shall be repayable within twenty- 
five years from the date of their issue. They shall bear interest at the rate of five 
per centum per annum, and such interest shall be made payable half yearly on the 
first day of July and the first day of January in each year. 


6. That the principle and interest of the sums advanced to the Corporation under 
the authority of the Act to be based on these resolutions, shall be payable by the Cor- 
poration out of all its property and assets, and out of all its tolls, rates, dues, penalties 
and other sources of revenue and income, and shall rank as a charge thereon next after, 
and have precedence in regard to payment next after, the principal and interest of all 
debentures or bonds heretofore issued by the Corporation to the public and amounting 
to the sum of three hundred thousand dollars, said debentures or bonds having been 
issued under the provisions of Chapter 54 of the Statutes of 1913. 


Resolutions to be reported. 
The said Resolutions were reported, read the second time and concurred in. 


The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed 
Resolutions to amend the Canada Shipping Act. 


(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 

Resolved, That it is expedient to amend the Canada Shipping Act, and to 
provide :— i 

1. That a transfer or a mortgage or a transfer of a mortgage of a British 
ship registered in Canada to a person not qualified to own a British ship, or to 
a foreign controlled company, shall not have any effect unless the same is approved 
by the Minister of Marine and Fisheries on behalf of His Majesty. 

2. That any person who makes or purports to make such a transfer, mortgage 
or transfer of mortgage without this approval shall, in respect of each offence, incur 
a penalty of a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars or imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding five years, or both fine and- imprisonment, and such penalty 
may be imposed either upon summary conviction or upon indictment. 

3. That the expression “ foreign controlled company” shall mean any corpora- 
tion, — 

(a) where the majority of the directors, or persons occupying the position 
of directors by whatever name called, are not British subjects; or 

(b) where the majority of the voting power is in the hands of persons 
who are not British subjects, or who exercise their voting powers directly 
or indirectly on behalf of persons who are not British subjects; or 

(c) where the control is by any other means whatever in the hands of 
persons who are not British subjects; or 

(d) where the executive is a foreign controlled company, or where the 
majority of the executive are appointed by a foreign controlled company. 
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A corporation shall not be deemed to be a British subject for the purposes of 
this resolution unless it is established in and subject to the laws of some part of 
His Majesty’s Dominions or of some British Protectorate, and has its principal 
place of business therein. 

4. That the Minister may require any person who is the owner or mortgagee 
of a British ship registered in Canada, or who applies to be registered as the owner 
or mortgagee of a British ship registered in Canada, to furnish to him such 
particulars as appear necessary to him for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not that person is, or is a trustee for, or otherwise represents, a foreign controlled 
company, and, in the case of a corporation, may also require the secretary, or any 
other officer of the corporation performing the duties of secretary, to furnish those 
particulars. 

5. That if any person fails to supply such particulars as it is in his power to 
give when required, or furnishes particulars which are false in any material particu- 
lar, he shall be guilty of an offence and shall incur a penalty of a fine not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding five years, 
or both fine and imprisonment, and such penalty may be imposed either upon summary 
conviction or upon indictment. 

6. That where, after the passing of the Act based upon these resolutions, any 
person who is the owner or mortgagee of a British ship registered in Canada ceases 
to be a British subject or becomes a foreign controlled company, that ship, or, in 
the case of a mortgagee of a ship, the interest of the mortgagee shall be subject to 
forfeiture under Part I of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

T. That in these resolutions, unless the context otherwise requires, any eer 
to a ship shal] include a reference to a share in a ship. 

8. That the Act embracing this proposed legislation shall continue in operation 
during the present war and for three years after the conclusion of peace. 


Resolutions to be reported.

Mr. Ballantyne then obtained leave to present a Bill, No. 148, An Act to amend 
the Canada Shipping Act (Transfers and Mortgages of Shara). wee was read the first 
time, and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of the House. 


Mr. Ballantyne obtained leave to present a Bill, No. 149, An Act to provide for 
a Loan not exceeding Five Million Dollars to the Vancouver Harbour Commissioners, 
which was read the first time, and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of 
the House. 


The Bill No. 135, An Act respecting the Rate of Interest to be paid on Loans by 
His Majesty to the Harbour Commissioners of Montreal and Quebec, was read the 
second time, considered in Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, 
read the third time and passed. 


The Bill No. 39, An Act to amend The Fisheries Act, 1914, was read the second 
time, considered in Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, read the . 
third time and passed. 


By leave of the House, 

Mr. Ballantyne moved, That the House do now proceed to Public Bills and Orders; 
which was agreed to.

Mr. Maclean (Halifax), a Member of the King’s Privy Council, for Sir Thomas 
White, laid before the House,—Copy of Order in Council, P.C. 1127, dated 28th May, 
1919, respecting a credit of six million dollars to Italy for the purchase of frozen beef 
now in storage in Canada. 


Mr. Calder, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, for Sir Edward Kemp, laid 
before the House,—Progress Reports of the Medical Services, Overseas Military 
Services of Canada, from January -1, 1917, to March 31, 1919. 


On motion of Mr. Rowell, it was ordered, That a Message be sent to the Senate 
to acquaint their Honours that this House has appointed Messieurs Green, Armstrong 
(Lambton), Robb and Kennedy, a Committee to meet a like Committee from the 
Senate for the purpose of assisting the Joint Parliamentary Committee for Parlia- 
ment Buildings on the allocation of space to various members and officials of the 
respective Houses. 


Mr. Maclean (Halifax), by leave of the House, introduced a Bill, No. 150, An Act 
respecting the Patent Act, the Copyright Act, the Trade Mark and Design Act, and 
the Timber Marking Act, which was read the first time, and ordered for a second 
reading at the next sitting of the House. 


Mr. Rowell, by leave of the House, introduced a Bill, No. 151, An Act respect- 
ing certain appointments in the Post Office Department, which was read the first time, 
and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of the House. 


By leave of the House, 

Mr. Burrell moved, That the House do return to Motions under Routine Pro- 
ceedings; which was agreed to. 
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Motions being accordingly called; 

Mr. Burrell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, presented,—Return to an 
Order of the House of the 4th June, 1919, for a Return showing :— 

1. Referring to page 459 of the Report of the Ministry Overseas Military Forces 
of Canada, 1918, and to paragraph (c) Topical Films; what the total amount paid 
for the films in question was. 

2. Whether such payment was made by or through the Canadian War Records 
Office in London. If not, by whom such payment was made. 

3. To whom such payment was made. 

4. Whether the said films, or moving pictures were exhibited in Canada and 
elsewhere. If so, in what countries. 

5. Whether an admission fee was charged at each of such exhibitions. If so, 
what the total cash proceeds were and to whom the money was paid. 

6. Whether the Canadian Government has received the whole, or any part of the 
said cash proceeds. If not, what action, if any, has been taken to recover the money. 

7. Whether the said films were given, sold, leased, or otherwise disposed of to a! 
private company. If so, the terms and the names of the members of such company. 

8. Whether it is true, as alleged in certain English papers, that the cost of the 
Canadian War Paintings which were exhibited in England, was defrayed out of the 
proceeds of! the exhibition of the said films, or moving pictures. If so, who had the 
custody of the funds if they were not turned over to the Government. 

9. Whether the Famous Players Film Company had any connection with any of 
the matters hereinbefore enquired about. If so, what and on what terms. 7 


And also,—Return to an Order of the House of the 15th May, 1919, for a Return 
showing the quantities of fresh (frozen) and salt fish shipped from Canada to Eng- 
land, France and other allied countries overseas, under the direction of‘the Canadian 
Government, during the war, distinguishing between salt and fresh fish; also setting 
forth the quantities supplied to the ‘Canadian troops overseas and the quantity sold 
to the ordinary consumer; also a statement in detail showing the names and Post 
Office addresses of the parties from whom the said fish was purchased and the prices 


paid therefor, respectively. 


Mr. Maclean (Halifax), for Sir George Foster moved, That the House do go into 
Committee of the Whole on Monday next, to consider the following proposed Resolu- 
tions :— 

That it is expedient to bring in a measure to amend The Canada Grain Act, 
chapter 27 of the statutes of 1912, and therein to provide,— 

1. That in lieu of the provisions of section 102 of the said Act, it be enacted that 
there shall be a board to be known as the Board of Grain Appeal, to consist of three 
members who must be expert and experienced in the inspection of grain, to be appointed 
by the Governor in Council; 

oe That : 
(a) each member shall hold office for ten years, but may be removed for 
cause, and shall retire upon reaching the age of seventy years; 

(b) a member upon expiration of his term of office, if under seventy years 
of age, shall be eligible for reappointment; 

(c) one of such members shall be appointed by the Governor in Council 
as Chairman of the Board; two members shall be a quorum; 

(d) the salaries of the members shall be such as are fixed by the Governor 
in Council; 

(e) the fees to be charged by the Board of Grain Appeal shall be set by the 
said Board on or before the first day of September in each year, and shall be 
approved by the Governor in Council. 
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(f) the members of the said Board shall devote the whole of their time to 
their duties under the Act and shall not accept or hold any other office or 
employment. 

(g) no member or officer shall, directly or indirectly, hold any interest in 
any corporation subject to this Act, nor directly or indirectly deal in or be 
financially interested in grain or hold any interest in any grain elevator or 
warehouse or in any partnership, corporation or business engaged in the grain 
trade or in the transportation or storage of grain; 

(h) the members and such officers as may be directed shall before acting 
take and subscribe an oath of office in prescribed form. 

(i) the said Board shall hear all appeals from the decisions of the Chief 
Inspector on samples of grain, as provided in section 101, and perform such 
other duties as are prescribed by the Governor in Council by regulation or 
otherwise; 

(j) the offices of the said Board shall be in such place as the Governor in 
Council may direct, but for the purpose of better considering any particular 
appeal, the Board or any of its members duly appointed in any special case by 
the said Board may hold sittings at any other place in the division. 

8. That in lieu of the provisions of subsection seven of section ninety-five of the 
said Act, it be enacted that in the month of August in each year, stock shall be 
taken of the quantity of each grade of grain in the terminal elevators; if a surplus 
in any grade of grain is found in excess of one half of one per cent of the gross 
amount of the grain received in the elevator during the crop year, such excess surplus 

shall be sold annually by the Board of Grain Commissioners and the proceeds thereof 
paid to the said Board. Such proceeds shall be applied towards cost of the administra- 
tion of The Canada Grain Act in such manner as the Minister may determine on the 
approval of the Governor in Council. 

4. That the provisions of section 101 be amended so as to provide that appeals 
from the decisions of the Chief Inspector, on samples of grain respecting which the 
grading is in dispute, shall be to the Board of Grain Appeal. 

5. That in lieu of the provisions of section 103 it be enacted that the Board of 
Grain Appeal may make by-laws for the better carrying out of the business of the 
Grain Survey Board of any district in the Division, and for the establishment of a 
schedule of fees for survey services. 

6. That the provisions of section 104 be amended so as to provide that a survey 
board with offices in Calgary shall be established and appointed for the district of 
Calgary, ayd that the provisions of section 101 (“Grain Survey Board” being sub- 
stituted for the “ Board of Appeal”) and 103, as amended, shall apply to such survey 
board. 

7. That sections 101, 102, 108, and 104 as proposed to be enacted, shall come into 
force from such date as may be prescribed by proclamation of the Governor in Council. 

8. That the provisions of section 119 be amended to provide,— 

(a) that all licenses issued under the Canada Grain Act shall expire on the- 
31st August in each year; 

(b) that the Board of Grain Commissioners shall fix the amount of bonds: 
to be given by the different persons specified in said section and by primary 
grain dealers; and license, control and regulate the trimming of all grain at 
Fort William ang Port Arthur; 

(c) that the said Board, in its discretion, may accept security of persons, 
firms or corporations to whatever amount and in whatever form shall be deemed 
necessary by them in lieu of bonds; 

(d) that any person who engages in any business for which a license is 
required under the said Act, without first obtaining such license shall be guilty 
of an offence and liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty of not less than 
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five hundred dollars and not exceeding two thousand dollars and costs, or to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprison- 
ment. l 

9. That the provisions of section 120 be amended to provide that the Board shall 
have all the powers of a commissioner appointed under the provisions of Part I of 
the Inquiries Act, chapter one hundred and four of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
1906. i ' ; 

10. That the provisions of section 137 be amended to provide that every ware- 
houseman of a terminal elevator shall be required on or before the 15th day of August 
of each year to file with the Board the table or schedule of rates as specified in said 
section. 

11. That a provision be added to section 151 to provide that the railway company 
shall on allotment of any site for new elevators and on transfer of any lease notify 
the Boara, stating the location and to whom allotted or transferred; and shall furnish 
the Board on or before the 1st of October of each year with a list of all elevators 
and warehouses on its lines. 

12. That a provision be added to section 160 to provide that notwithstanding the 
provisions of subsection four of this section, the owner, possessor or holder of a cash 
purchase ticket shall not be deprived of his right to payment or redemption as against 
the warehousemen or his surety for payment of same, if he should not avail himself of 
the provisions of subsection four. 

13. That in lieu of the provisions of subsection three of section 166, it be enacted 
that except as in this Part mentioned or except as otherwise provided by order or 
regulation of the Board of Grain Commissioners for Canada with the approval of the 
Governor in Council, no receipt or certificate shall contain language anywise limiting 
or modifying the legal liability of the person issuing same nor shall any of the parties 
thereto enter into any agreement whatever, other than that provided for in the afore- 
said warehouse receipt. The entering into any such agreement shall be deemed an 
offence and the agreement shall be void. 

14. That the provisions of section 197 be amended to provide that the applicant 
or his agent duly appointed in writing shall furnish to the railway agent the name 
and post office address of the applicant, and the section, township and range on which 
the grain was grown; and by adding the provision that no agent, employee, owner or 
operator of any elevator company or of any grain company or of any person licensed 
under this Act shall either directly or indirectly act as agent within the meaning of 
this section. : 

15. That section 201 be amended by adding the provision that any such notice 
shall be made out in duplicate, one copy of which shall be open to the public at any 
time, being kept on file by the agent, and the other being posted up in a conspicuous 
place in the waiting room or in the place of business of the person in charge of the car 
order book, which notices shall be available to all persons for a period of not less than 
sixty days from the time said cars were awarded. 

16. That a provision be added to section 215 to provide that no person, firm or 
corporation, licensed as a grain commission merchant, shall directly or indirectly buy 
for their own account any grain consigned to them for sale on commission. 

17. That a provision be added to section 219 that the proceeds or balances of all 
such carload lots shall only be applied in settlement of each specifie transaction. 

18. That Primary Grain Dealer shall mean any person, firm or corporation which 
contracts with the producer to purchase or handle grain for commerce in any manner 
for which a license (other than a license for a primary grain dealer) is not required 
under the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. 


ie 
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19. That it be enacted as section 219A of the said Act that,— 

(a) no person, firm or corporation shall carry on the business of primary 
grain dealer without first having obtained a license so to do from the Board and 
entered into bond, with sufficient sureties, for such amount and in such form as 
is approved by the Board; 

(b) the annual fee for such license shall be five dollars; 

(c) it shall be the duty of every primary grain dealer to make all contracts 
in writing in duplicate in form H of the Schedule to this proposed Act, said 
duplicates to be signed by both parties thereto, one of said duplicates to be 
delivered to the producer; and to properly account for and settle in full for 
contracts entered into. 

20. That section 220 be amended to provide that all provisions of this Part 
relating to commission merchants shall, so far as applicable, apply to licenses issued 
to track buyers and primary grain dealers. 

21. That it be enacted as section 227A of the said Act that the delivery of grain 
to any warehouseman of a country, terminal, public or other elevator for storage, 
although it be mingled with that of other grain, and the shipping as removing of grain 
from its original place of storage in any of the elevators aforesaid, shall be deemed a 
bailment and not a sale. 

- 22. That a provision be added to section 244 that if any corporation is convicted 
of an offence under this section, every officer of such corporation who knowingly had 
any part or share in the commission of such offence, shall also be personally liable 
to the said penalties, and in default of payment to imprisonment for not less than one 
month or more than one year. 

23. That the penalty prescribed by section 245 be amended to provide for a 
penalty of not less than twenty-five dollars for the first offence, a penalty of not less 
than two hundred and fifty dollars or two months in jail for a second offence, and to 
a penalty of not less than five hundred dollars or three months in jail for a third offence. 

Whereupon, Mr. Maclean (Halifax), a Member of the King’s Privy Council, 
informed the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed 

_ of the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolutions, recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole on Monday next,

The Bill No. 95, An Act to assist Returned Soldiers in settling upon the Land, 
was read the second time, considered in Committee of the Whole, and progress having 
been made and reported, the Committee obtained leave to consider it again at the next 
sitting of the House. 


The Bill No. 131, An Act for the promotion of Technical Education in Canada, 
was again considered in Committee of the Whole, and further progress having been 
made and reported, the Committee obtained leave to consider it again at the next sitting 
ot the House. 


A Message was received from the Senate informing this House that the Senate 
had passed the Bill No. 18, An Act respecting Bankruptcy, with amendments, which 
are as follows :— 


1. Page 2, line 20.—After paragraph (1) of section 2 insert the following as para- 
graph (m) :— 

“{m) ‘creditor’ with relation to any meeting held under authority of this Act, 
shall, in the case of a corporation, include bond-holder, debenture holder, shareholder 
and member of the corporation, and each class thereof shall in meeting express its 
views or wishes in manner prescribed by general rules.” > 

And re-letter the subsequent paragraphs of section 2 accordingly. 

2. Page 2, line 49.—After “personal” leave out the semicolon and add “and 
moveable property ;”

exceed ten per centum of the gross proceeds of such estate. Such tariff shall direct 
by whom and in what manner such costs and fees are to be collected and accounted 
for and to what account they shall be paid.”

Resolved, That it is expedient to provide that for the purpose of constructing 
and improving highways in Canada, the Governor in Council may authorize the 
ment out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada of the sum of iwenty’s ion” 
dollars during the period of five years from the first day of April, 1919; Wich su 
be allotted and paid as follows: (a) eighty thousand dollars each year to the Govern- 
ment of each province, and (b) the remainder of such sum to the Governments of 
the respective provinces, in proportion to the populations of the said provinces 
respectively, as determined by the latest Federal census of each province; and the 
said payments shall be subject to the following conditions: (a) any highway for 
which aid is granted shall be constructed or improved, as the case may be, in accord- 
ance with the terms of an agreement to be made by the Minister with the Govern- 
ment of the province, which agreement shall contain such provisions as to cost, 
description, specifications or otherwise as the Governor in Council may approve; 
(b) the aid to be given in any case shall be forty per cent of the amount which in 
the opinion of the Minister is the actual, necessary and reasonable cost of the con- 
struction or improvement of such highway, as the case may be; and further that 
regulations may be made for giving effect to the objects and purposes of this pro- 
posed legislation, and an annual report thereon shall be laid before Parliament.

Your Committee have held twenty-nine sessions, heard and considered the evidence 
of twenty-three persons and received and considered sixty-two communications com- 
prising memoranda, petitions and resolutions relating to the following subjects, 
namely: (a) the existing pension regulations, (b) the rates of pension payable to dis- 
abled, and dependent pensioners, (c) the alleged inadequate pensions payable to dis- 
abled members of certain Imperial Units and to the widows and children of deceased 
members of His Majesty’s Allied Forces who are domiciled in Canada, and (d) the 
pensioners’ living conditions as a result of the alleged present abnormal cost of living. 


Your Committee have also received several complaints from pensioners and pro- 
spective pensioners which were referred to the proper authorities for investigation 
and report, and which, in most cases, have been either redressed or satisfactorily 
explained. 

Your Committee, in view of the representations received from various parts of 
Canada to the effect that the present rates of pensions are inadequate, have obtained 
from officials, in charge of records, statistics relating to earnings and to the cost of 
living, which aided your Committee in giving consideration to the questions referred 
to them by this House. The statistics, in addition to the said evidence and com- 
munications, are set forth in the printed evidence hereto appended. 


PENSIONERS AND PENSIONS. 


The first provisions for the payment of pensions to or in respect of members of 
the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force were enacted by Orders in Council Num- 
bers 289 and 867 of the 29th of April, 1915, which provided for the payment of 
$264.00 per annum for total disability for rank and file, and a similar amount for- 
the widows or dependent widowed mothers of those killed, and a scale of four degrees 
vf disability (see Appendix 4, page 9, Special Committee on Soldiers’ Pensions, 1916). 
As recommended by the Parliamentary Committee on Pensions in 1916, this rate of 
pension was increased by Order in Council Number 1834 of the 3rd of June, 1916, 
to $480.00 per annum for total disability and $382.00 per annum for widows and 
dependent widowed mothers, and the scale was extended to six degrees of disability. 
The present rate, namely, $600.00 per annum for total disability for all ratings below 
Petty Officer (Naval) and rank and file (Militia) and $480.00 per annum for widows 
and dependent parents took effect on the 1st of April, 1917, by virtue of Order in . 
Council Number 2999 of the 22nd of October, 1917, and the scale was extended to 
twenty degrees of disability. These rates of pension and seale of disability were 
ecnsidered and found satisfactory by the Parliamentary Committee of 1918. 


Your Committee, in view of the aforesaid representations and statistics, have 
unanimously resolved to commend to the consideration of this House and the Govern- ~ 
ment the awarding of a more adequate pension, by bonus and otherwise, to disability 
and dependent pensioners; and, in obedience to an order passed by this House on the 
3rd of March, last, your Committee have prepared a Bill, a copy of which is hereto 
appended including schedules of rates and scales of pensions for disabilities and 
deaths. 5 
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PROPOSED INCREASES IN PENSIONS. 


It is proposed in that Bill as follows: 

(a) That a bonus for one year of twenty per cent be added to the pensions of 
Privates and Corporals (Militia) and ratings below Petty Officer (Naval) who now 
receive $600.00 per annum for total disability ; 

(b) That a bonus for one year of approximately thirteen per cent be added to 
the pensions of Sergeants, ete. (Militia) and Chief Petty Officers, ete. (Naval) who 
now receive $637.50 per annum -for total disability so as.to make the amount of their 
pensions including bonus equal to that of a Private or Corporal or ratings below Petty 
Officer ; 

(c) That a bonus for one year of twenty per cent be added to the pensions of 
widows and parents of Privates and Corporals (Militia) and ratings below Petty 
Officer (Naval) who now receive $480.00 per annum; 

(d) That a bonus for one year of approximately thirteen per cent be added to 
the pensions of widows and parents of Sergeants, ete. (Militia) and Chief Petty 
Officers, ete. (Naval) who now receive $510.00 per annum so as to make the amount 
of their pensions including bonus equal to that of the widow or parents of a Private 
or Corporal-or a rating below Petty Officers; 

(e) That the additional pension for a married member of the forces, who is 
totally disabled, be increased from $96.00 per annum, as it is at present, to $180.00 
per annum; 

(f) That the additional pension for the fiyst child of a widow or the first brother 
or sister of a deceased member of the forces be increased from $144.00 per annum, 
as it is at present, to $180.00 per annum; 

(g) That the pension for the first orphan child or orphan brother or sister of a 
deceased member of the forces be increased from $288.00 per annum, as it is at 
present, to $360.00 per annum; and 

(h) That the addition to pension for those who are helpless and in need of attend- 
ants be increasect from $300.00 per annum, as it is at present, to $450.00 per annum. 

The increases proposed in subsections (a), (b), and (e) above set forth will apply 
proportionately to cases of disability of a less extent than total disability. 


The additional expenditure for the present year on the basis of the existing 
number of pensioners will be approximately $3,380,000.00, made up as follows: 

(1) Twenty per cent bonus for one year to Privates and Corporals (Militia) and 
ratings below Petty Officer (Naval) and a thirteen per cent bonus to Sergeants, ete. 
(Militia) and Chief Petty Officers, ete. (Naval) approximately, $1,300,000.00. 

(2) Twenty per cent bonus to widows and dependent parents of Privates and 
Corporals (Militia) and ratings below Petty Officer (Naval) and a thirteen per cent 
bonus to widows and dependent parents of Sergeants, etc. (Militia) and Chief Petty 
Officers, ete. (Naval) approximately, $1,500,000.00. 

(3) Increased pension for a married member of the forces from $96.00 to $180.00 
per annum, during one year, approximately, $275,000.00. 

(4) Increased pension for the first child of widows from $144.00 to $180.00 per 
annum, during one year, approximately, $275,000.00. 

(5) Increased pension for the first orphan child from $288.00 to $360.00 per annum, 
during one year, approximately, $30,000.00. 


COMPARATIVE RATES OF PENSIONS PAYABLE IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 


Your Committee have also had before them comparative tables taken from Official 
Records showing the yearly rates of pensions payable for rank anda’ file (see pages 
52-53, 230-231, and 264 of the printed evidence hereto appended), in Great Britain, 
Australia, New Zealand, France, United States, Italy, South Africa and Belgium. 
It will be observed that Canada, since the beginning of the war, has dealt more 
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generously than the aforesaid countries, to those of her citizens who have suffered dis- 
ability or the dependents of those who have been killed during service, and under the 
proposed scale, Canada’s pensions will continue to exceed those paid by the said 
countries. 


SUPPLEMENTARY PENSIONS. 


(1) Widows and Children.— 

At the outbreak of hostilities British, Belgian, French, Italian and other Allied 
reservists were recalled to their country’s forces overseas in considerable numbers, their 
families remaining in Canada. Owing to the lower scale of separation allowance pre- 
vailing in those countries and applicable to the said families, assistance was given them 
by the Canadian Patriotic Fund (see Evidence of Sir Herbert Ames, page 202 of the 
printed evidence). According to information received from the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund the number of widows of such British and Allied reservists, who are domiciled in 
Canada, will not exceed 450, and your Committee have agreed to commend to the 
consideration of this House and the Government the awarding of a supplementary 
pension, which when added to the amount received by the said widows and their 
children from their respective Governments will equal the amount of pension payable 
to the widows and children of members of the Canadian Forces. This snpplementary 
pension will be paid only while such widows and children continue to resi@e in 
Canada. 

(2) Reservists and Other Members of Imperial Units.— 

Your Committee have also considered the representations made by the Great War 
Veterans, the Imperial Veterans of Canada, the Grand Army of Canada, the First 
Degree Veterans of France, the London Chamber of Commerce, the Associated Cana- 
dians of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, and by Canadians suffering disability 
who are now receiving a British pension only, and who were, at the outbreak of the 
war, also domiciled and resident in Canada, and have unanimously agreed to com- 
mend to the consideration of this House and the Government the awarding of a 
supplementary pension to such Imperial pensioners which, when added to the amount 
received by them from their respective Governments, will equal the amount of pension 
payable to similarly disabled members of the Canadian Forces. 

According to figures submitted to your Committee, about 2,000 supplementary 
pensions would be granted under these recommendations. The expenditure for these 
supplementary pensions would not exceed in the aggregate $500,000.00 per annum. 
The provisions made in the Bill hereto appended in respect to such supplementary 
pensions are contained in Sections 46 and 47. 


NUMBER OF PENSIONS AND AMOUNT OF LIABILITY. 


The total number of disability pensioners, as of the 31st of March, 1919. was 
44,726 (not including wives or children) for whom the Government then carried a 
yearly liability of $7,476,167.96. The total number of dependent pensioners, as of the 
same date, was 16,888 (not including children), for whom the Government then carried 
a yearly liability of $9,636,939.50 or a total of 61,614 pensioners of all classes and a 
total yearly liability therefor of $17,113,107.46. 

It is anticipated that an additional 36,000 pensions for disabilities will be awarded 
auring the fiscal year April 1st, 1919, to March 31st, 1920, with a yearly liability of 
$5,400,000.00, under the present rates or $6,500,000.00 under the proposed rates includ- 
ing the bonus. 

It is anticipated that an additional 5,000 pensions for deaths will be awarded 
curing the fiscal year April 1st, 1919, to March 31st, 1920, with a yearly liability of 
$2,000,000.00, under the present rates or $2,400,000.00, under the proposed rates includ- 
ing the bonus. 

The total yearly liability at the present rates of pension will therefore ke apnroxi- 
mately $25,000,000.00. Adding to this the cost of the proposed bonus payments and 
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increases in pensions for married members of the forces, and for children, namely, 
$3,380,000.00 for those on pension at March 31st, 1919, and $1,500,000.00 for those 
to come on pension during the fiscal year 1919-20, and the supplementary pensions 
for Allied reservists, namely $500,000.00, the total liability for this year will probably 
be approximately $30,000,000.00. 

The estimated total possible liability for pensions, under the provisions of the 


proposed Bill submitted, will not exceed $39,000,000.00. 


Your Committee in submitting the proposed Bill which they were, by order of the 
House on the 3rd of March, last, requested to prepare, also submit for the informa- 
tion of the House, a copy of the evidence taken from day to day, and do recommend 
that the order of reference, their report and the said copy of evidence together with 
a suitable Index to be prepared by the Clerk of the Committee, be printed forthwith 
for distribution, and also printed in the Appendix to the Journals of 1919. 

Your Committee do further recommend that 300 extra copies in English and 50 
in French be also printed.

On motion of Mr. Pardee, the said Bill was ordered to be placed on the Order 
Paper amongst Private Bills for a second reading this day. 


The Bill No. 148, An Act to amend the Canada Shipping Act (Transfers and 
Mortgages of Ships), was read the second time, considered in Committee of the Whole, 
reported with an amendment, considered as amended, and ordered for a third reading 
at the next sitting of the House. 


The Bill No. 53 (Letter I of the Senate), intituled: “An Act to amend The 
Proprietary or Patent Medicine Act,” was read the third time and passed. 


The Order being read for the second reading of the Bill No. 105, An Act to amend 


the Inspection and Sale Act (Containers) ; 
On motion of Mr. Maclean (Halifax), the said Order was discharged and the Bill 


withdrawn. 
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The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed Resolu- a ; 
tions to amend The Canada Grain Act, chapter 27 of the Statutes of 1912, and progress 
having been made and reported, the Committee obtained leave to consider it again 
this day. 


Mr. Speaker announced that the time for the free conference between this House 
and the Senate with respect to Bill No. 19 (Letter A of the Senate), intituled: “ An 
Act to consolidate and amend the Railway Act,” and any amendment thereto, had come. 


The Clerk then called over the names of the Managers on the part of this House, 
as follows: Messrs Bristol, Bureau, Cahill, Calder, Henders, Lemieux, Mowat, Reid 
(Grenville), Rowell, Sinclair (Antigonish and Guysborough), and Tweedie, who then 
withdrew. 


Mr. Speaker announced that according to ancient practice it had been the custom 
to suspend the sitting of the House during the proceedings of the conference, and 
pointed out that no useful purpose would appear to be served by suspending the sitting 
while the conference was in progress, and that it was in the judgment of the House 
whether it would be better to establish the practice which would permit the business 
of the House to be carried on while such a conference was taking place. 

After discussion thereon, Mr. Speaker took it to be the judgment of the House 
that the sitting should be continued-during the meeting of the conference, but that the 
present action was not to be construed as a precedent. 


The House then went again into Committee of the Whole to consider the proposed 
Resolutions to amend The Canada Grain Act, Chapter 27 of the Statutes of 1912. 


(In the Committee.) 


The following Resolutions were adopted :— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure to amend The Canada Grain 
Act, chapter 27 of the statutes of 1912, and therein to provide,— 

1. That in lieu of the provisions of section 102 of the said Act, it be enacted that — 
there shall be a board to be known as the Board of Grain Appeal, to consist of three 
members who must be expert and experienced in the inspection of grain, to be 
appointed by the Governor in Council; 


2. That 

(a) each member shall hold office for ten years, but may be removed for 
cause, and shall retire upon reaching the age of seventy years; 

(b) a member upon expiration of his term of office, if under seventy years 
of age, shall be eligible for reappointment; 

(c) one of such members shall be appointed by the Governor in Council 
as Chairman of the Board; two members shall be a quorum; 

(d) the salaries of the members shall be such as are fixed by the Governor ; 
in Council; 

(e) the fees to be charged by the Board of Grain Appeal shall be set by the 
said Board on or before the first day of September in each year, and shall be 
approved by the Governor in Council. a 

(f) the members of the said Board shall devote the whole of their time to 
their duties under the Act and shall not accept or hold any other office or 
employment. 

(g) no member or officer shall, directly or indirectly, hold any interest in 
any corporation subject to this Act, nor directly or indirectly deal in or be 
financially interested in grain or hold any interest in any grain elevator or 
warehouse or in any partnership, corporation or business engaged in the grain | 
trade or in the transportation or storage of grain; 
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(h) the members and such officers as may be directed’ shall before acting 

take and subscribe an oath of office in prescribed form. 
' (i) the said Board shall hear all appeals from the decisions of the Chief 
Inspector cn samples of grain, as provided in section 101, and perform such 
other duties as are prescribed by the Governor in Council by regulation or 
otherwise; 

(j) the offices of the said Board shall be in such place as the Governor in 
Council may direct, but for the purpose of better considering any particular 
appeal, the Board or any of its members duly appointed in any special case by 
the said Board may hold sittings at any- other place in the division. 

3. That in lieu of the provisions of subsection seven of section ninety-five of the 
said Act, it be enacted that in the month of August in each year, stock shall be 
taken of the quantity of each grade of grain in the terminal elevators; if a surplus 
in any grade of grain is found in excess of one half of one per cent of the gross 
amount of the grain received in the elevator during the crop year, such excess surplus 
shall be sold annually by the Board of Grain Commissioners and the proceeds thereof 
paid to the said Board. Such proceeds shall be applied towards cost of the administra- 
tion of The Canada Grain Act in such manner as the Minister may determine on the 
approval of the Governor in Council. 


4. That the provisions of section 101 be amended so as to provide that appeals 
from the decisions of the Chief Inspector, on samples of grain respecting which the 
grading is in dispute, shall be to the Board of Grain Appeal. 

5. That in lieu of the provisions of section 103 it be enacted that the Board of 
Grain Appeal may make by-laws for the better carrying out of the business of the- 
Grain Survey Board of any district in the Division, and for the establishment of a 
schedule of fees for.survey services. 

6. That the provisions of section 104 be amended so as to provide that a survey 
board with offices in Calgary shall be established and appointed for the district of 
Calgary, and that the provisions of section 101 (“Grain Survey Board” being sub- 
stituted for the “ Board of Appeal”) and 103, as amended, shall apply to such survey 
board. 

7. That sections 101, 102, 103, and 104 as proposed to be enacted, shall come into 
force from such date as may be prescribed by proclamation of the Governor in Council. 


8. That the provisions of section 119 be amended to provide,— 


(a) that all licenses, issued under the Canada Grain Act shall expire on the 
31st August in each year; 

(b) that the Board of Grain Commissioners shall fix the amount of bonds 
to be given by the different persons specified in said section and by primary 
grain dealers; and license, control and regulate the trimming of all grain at 
Fort William and Port Arthur; 

(c) that the said Board, in its discretion, may accept security of persons, 
firms or corporations to whatever amount and in whatever form shall be deemed 
necessary by them in lieu of bonds; 

(d) that any person who engages in any business for which a license is 
required under the said Act, without first obtaining such license shall be guilty 
of an offence and liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty of not less than 
five hundred dollars and not exceeding two thousand dollars and costs, or to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

9. That the provisions of section 120 be amended to provide that the Board shall 
have all the powers of a commissioner appointed under the provisions of Part I of 
the Inquiries Act, chapter one hundred and four of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
1906.

10. That the provisions of section 1387 be amended to provide that every ware- 
houseman of a terminal elevator shall be required on or before the 15th day of 
August of each year to file with the Board the table or schedule of rates as specified 
in said section. 

11. That a provision be added to section 151 to provide that the railway company 
shall on allotment of any site for new elevators and on transfer of any lease notify 
the Board, stating the location and to whom allotted or transferred, and shall furnish 
the Board on or before the ist of October of each year with a list of all elevators 
and warehouses on its lines. 

12. That a provision be added to section 160 to provide that notwithstanding the 
provisions of subsection four of this section, the owner, possessor or holder of a cash 
purchase ticket shall not be deprived of his right to payment or redemption as against 
the warehousemen or his surety for payment of same, if he should not avail himself of 
the provisions of subsection four. 

13. That in lieu of the provisions of subsection three of section 166, it be enacted 
that except as in this Part mentioned or except as otherwise provided by order or 
regulation of the Board of Grain Commissioners for Canada with the approval of the 
Governor in Council, no receipt or certificates shall contain language anywise limiting 
or modifying the legal liability of the person issuing same nor shall any of the parties 
thereto enter into any agreement whatever, other than that provided for in the afore- 
said warehouse receipt. The entering into any such agreement shall be deemed an 
offence and the agreement shall be void. 

14. That the provisions of section 197 be amended to provide that the applicant 
or his agent duly appointed in writing shall furnish to the railway agent the name 
and post office address of the applicant, and the section, township and range on which 
the grain was grown; and by adding the provision that no agent employee, owner: or 
operator of any elevator company or of any grain company or of any person licensed 
under this Act shall either directly or indirectly act as agent within the meaning of 
this section. 


15. That section 201 be amended by adding the provision that any such notice 
shall be made out in duplicate, one copy of which shall be open to the public at any 
time, being kept on file by the agent, and the other being posted up in a conspicuous 
place in the waiting room or in the place of business of the person in charge of the car 
order book, which notices shall be available to all persons for a period of not less than 
sixty days from the time said cars were awarded. 

16. That a provision be added to section 215 to provide that no person, firm or 
corporation, licensed as a grain commission merchant, shall directly or indirectly buy 
tor their own account any grain consigned to. them for sale on commission. 

17. That a provision be added to section 219 that the proceeds or balances of all 
such carload lots shall only be applied in settlement of each specific transaction. 

18. That Primary Grain Dealer shall mean any person, firm or corporation which 
contracts with the producer to purchase or handle grain for commerce in any manner 
for which a license (other than a license for a primary grain dealer) is not required 
under the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. 

19. That it be enacted as section 219A of the said Act that,— 

(a) no person, firm or corporation shall carry on the business of primary 
grain dealer without first having obtained a license so to do from the Board and 
entered into bond, with sufficient sureties, for such amount and in such form as 
is approved by the Board; 

(b) the annual fee for such license shall be five dollars; 

(c) it shall be the duty of every primary grain dealer to make all 
contracts in writing in duplicate in form H of the Schedule to this proposed 
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Act, said duplicates to be signed by both parties thereto, one of said duplicates 
to be delivered to the producer; and to properly account for and settle in full 
for contracts entered into. 


20. That section 220 be amended to provide that all provisions of this Part 
relating to commission merchants shall, so far as applicable, apply to licenses issued 
to track buyers and primary grain dealers. 

21. That it be enacted as section 227A of the said Act that the delivery of grain 
to any warehouseman of a country, terminal, public or other elevator for storage, 
although it be mingled with that of other grain, and the shipping as removing of grain 
from its original place of storage in any of the elevators aforesaid, shall be deemed a 
bailment and not a sale. 

22. That a provision be added to section 244 that if any corporation is convicted 
of an offence under this section, every officer of such corporation who knowingly had 
any part or share in the commission of such offence, shall also be personally liable 
to the said penalties, and in default of payment to imprisonment for not less than one 
month or more than one year. 

23. That the penalty prescribed by section 245 be amended to provide for a 
penalty of not less than twenty-five dollars for the first offence, a penalty of not less 
than two hundred and fifty dollars or two months in jail for a second offence, and to 
a penalty of not less than five hundred dollars or three months in jail for a third 
offence.

Whereupon Mr. Rowell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed the 
House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the sub- 
ject matter of the said proposed Resolutions recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, this day, to con- 
sider the said proposed Resolutions. 


The House then went into Committee of the Whole to consider certain proposed 
Resolutions to provide pensions to or in respect of members of the Canadian Naval, 
Military and Air Forces, who served in the war that began in August, 1914, and who 
were killed or suffered disability while so serving. 
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(In the Committee.) 
The following Resolutions were adopted :— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure to provide pensions to or in 
respect of members of the Canadian Naval, Military and Air Forces, who served in 
the war that began in August, 1914, and who were killed or suffered disability while 
so serving; and therein to provide,— 

1. That there shall be a Commission to be known as The Board of Pension Com- 
missioners for Canada, to consist of three Commissioners appointed by the Governor 
in Council. 

(a) Each Commissioner shall hold office for ten years, but shall be removable at 
any time for cause; he shall cease to hold office upon reaching the age of seventy 
years, and, if not disqualified by age, shall be eligible for reappointment; 

(b) One of the Commissioners shall be appointed by the Governor in Council to 
be Chairman of the Commission; 

(c) The Commissioners shall devote the whole of their time to their duties under 
the proposed Act, and shall not accept or hold any office or employment inconsistent 
therewith. 

2. That the Chairman of the Commission shall be paid a salary of seven thousand 
dollars per annum, and each of the other Commissioners shall be paid a salary of five 
thousand dollars per annum. Such salaries shall be paid monthly out of any unappro- 
priated moneys forming part of the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 

3. That the salaries or other remuneration of the officers, clerks and employees 
of the Commission, and all the expenses of the Commission incidental to the carrying 
out of the proposed Act, shall be paid out of moneys to be provided by Parliament. 

4. That the Commission shall award pensions to or in respect of members of the 
forces who have suffered disability in accordance with Schedule A hereto. 

5. That the Commission shall award pensions to or in respect of members of the 
forces who have died, in accordance with ‘Schedule B hereto. 

6. That the Commission shall also have power to pay pensions, allowances and 
gratuities or other grants awarded in virtue of the Militia Pension Act, or any amend- 
ment to that Act, or awarded to or in respect of members of those forces who served 
in connection with the Fenian Raids or the Northwest Rebellion. 

4. That the Governor in Council may transfer to the Commission full power and 
authority and exclusive jurisdiction to consider, award, pay, administer and deal with 
any pensions, allowances, gratuities or other grants authorized by any other statute 
or law of Canada. : 

` 8. That when a person who was domiciled and resident in Canada at the beginning 
of the war has been awarded a smaller pension than he would have been entitled to 
under this proposed Act for a disability incurred during the war in any of His 
Majesty’s naval, military or air forces other than the naval, military or air 
forces of Canada, he shall, on resuming his residence in Canada and during the con- 
tinuance of such residence, be entitled to such additional pension as will make the 
total of the two pensions received by him equal to the pension he would have been 
awarded in respect to such disability, had he been serving in the military service of 
Canada. 

9. That when a person in any of His Majesty’s naval, military or air forces other 
than the naval, military or air forces of Canada or in the naval, military or air 
forces of one of His Majesty’s Allies, who was domiciled and resident in Canada at 
the beginning of the war has died during the war or thereafter as the result of a 
disability incurred during the war or demobilization, and his widow or children have 
been awarded a smaller pension than they would have been entitled to under this pro- 
posed Act in respect of his death, such widow and such children if they were domiciled 
and resident in Canada at the beginning of the war, shall be entitled during the con- 
tinuance of their residence in Canada to such additional pension as will make the 
total of the two pensions received by them equal to the pension that would have been 
awarded if the person aforesaid had died in the military service of Canada.

Your Committee beg to recommend that the additional charge levied under Rule 
89, subsections 1c and 8, on Bill No. 129 (G3), for the relief of Stanley Gordon Evers- 
field be refunded. 


Mr. Nicholson (Algoma), from the Special Committee appointed for the purpose 
of inquiring forthwith as to the prices charged throughout Canada for foodctnffs, 
clothing, fuel and other necessaries of life, and as to the rates of profit made thereon 
by dealers and others concerned in their production, distribution and sale, also as to 
the rentals of dwelling houses in industrial centres of Canada and rates of return of 
capital invested therein, etc., presented the Second Report of the said Committee, 
which is as follows :— 


Your Committee since their appointment on the 30th day of May last have held 
thirty-six morning, afternoon and evening sessions, heard and considered the evidence 
given under oath of sixty-six persons representing various producers, manufacturers, 
wholesale, retail and consumers’ organizations from various parts of Canada; also 
have received numerous petitions, resolutions and other communications, all of which 
have been considered. 


Your Committee have been engaged continuously from the 5th day of June last 
to the present date in obtaining all information possible from witnesses and all 
available sources but have not yet reached a point in their investigation that would 
warrant them in submitting final conclusions. There has come to the attention of 
your committee evidence in regard to undue profits being made on certain Com- 
modities. Your committee in order to provide a means by which a recurrence of such 
may be prevented and that the public may be protected against unfair practices in 
trade recommend to the consideration of the House and the Government that legis- 
lation be enacted at this session of Parliament creating a tribunal with power to 
investigate mergers, trusts, monopolies or organizations of any kind or nature, which 
tend to limit facilities for transporting, producing, manufacturing, supplying, storing, 
or preventing, limiting or lessening manufacture or production, or fixing a common 
price, or a resale price, or a common rental, or a common cost of storage, or trans- 
portation, or enhancing the price, rental or cost of article, rental, storage or trans- 
portation or preventing or lessening competition in or substantially controlling within 
any particular district, or generally, production, manufacture, purchase, barter, sale, 
transportation, insurance, or supply, or otherwise restraining or injuring commerce, 
or unduly enhancing the price of the necessaries of life, also with regulative power 
in connection with discriminations in price between different purchasers of com- 
modities, exclusive purchase and sale arrangements, inter-corporate shareholding and 
interlocking directorates and unfair methods in commerce.

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Sir Robert Borden moved,—That this House doth disagree with the Senate 
Amendment for the following reasons :— 

(1) The Senate Amendment destroys the principle and purpose of the Bill. The 
Orders in Council are valid during the continuance of the war in any event and with- 
out any confirming Act; and possibly they may be valid for the period of twelve 
months thereafter as mentioned in the Orders in Council. Therefore the Bill as. 
amended by the Senate does not give the Orders in Council any greater validity than 
they now possess while on the other hand it expressly limits their possible operation. 

(2) In view of the difficulties which confront the country during the period of 
readjustment and having regard to dangers of unemployment and to the conditions 
of unrest which prevail throughout the Dominion, the reasons which justified the 
passing of the Orders in Council continue to exist during demobilization and will 
‘continue to exist throughout the period covered by the Bill as passed by the House. 

(3) The Bill as passed by the House is in the interests of the maintenance of 
peace, order and good government in Canada, and it will tend to prevent waste, 


promote thrift, conserve resources and increase national efficiency. 
And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to, on the follow-

Mr. Boys, for Mr. Steele, from the Special Committee appointed to consider 
the possibility of reducing or re-arranging the Staffs of the Inside Civil Service with 
a view to securing the greatest efficiency with the minimum number of employees, 
presented the Fourth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows :— 

Your Committee having had before them the Report of the Civil Service Com- 
mission made to the Governor in Council, pursuant to Order in Council dated 17th 
April, 1918, and having considered that portion thereof relating to the retirement and 
superannuation of certain officials therein referred to, and having heard evidence upon 
the question from a number of witnesses called and examined under oath, are of the 
opinion that such officials, owing to their age or permanent impairment of health, 
should be retired with a reasonable superannuation allowance, and with that end in 
view, Your Committee beg to recommend that immediate action be taken to give effect 
to the said Report so far as the same relates to the officials therein referred to; and 
further that the necessary steps be taken to add to the list of such officials, for a like 
purpose, the names of any other employees in the Inside Civil Service, who for similar 
reasons might, with advantage to the Service, be retired therefrom upon a like super- 
annuation allowance. 


On motion of Sir Robert Borden, it was resolved, That a message be sent to the 
Senate to acquaint Their Honours that this House doth disagree to the amendment 
made by the Senate to Bill No. 107, entitled, “ An Act to confirm the Order in Council 
of the twenty-fourth day of February, 1919, prohibiting the Importation, Manufacture 
and Transportation of Intoxicating Liquors, and the Order in Council of the twelfth 
day of April, 1919, in amendment thereof,” for the reasons mentioned in the Resolu- 
tion adopted on Thursday, the 26th day of June. 
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Sir Robert Borden, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the House, 
—Copy of an opinion given by the Minister of Justice re Interprovincial trafie in 
intoxicating liquor, and copy of an opinion given by the Acting Deputy Minister of 
Justice on the same subject. 


On motion of Mr. Douglas (Strathcona), it was ordered, That in accordance with 
the recommendation contained in the Seventh Report of the Select Standing Com- 
mittee on Miscellaneous Private Bills the additional charge made under par. (c) of 
subsection 3 of Rule 89 on Bill No. 129 (Letter G3 of the Senate), intituled: “ An 
Act for the relief of Stanley Gordon Eversfield,” be refunded. 


On motion of Mr. Middlebro, it was ordered, That Bill No. 156 (Letter R3 of the 
Senate), intituled: “An Act for the relief of William Elmer Roome,” be placed on 
the Order paper amongst Private Bills for a second reading, this day. 


Mr. Meighen, by leave of the House, introduced a Bill, No. 160, An Act to amend 
the Criminal Code, which was read the first time, and ordered for a second reading 
at the next sitting of the House. 


Sir Thomas White moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to provide,— 

1. That the Governor in Council, may in addition to the sums now remaining 
unborrowed and negotiable of the loans authorized by Parliament by any Act here- 
tofore passed, raise by way of loan, by the issue and sale or pledge of securities of 
Canada, in such form, for such separate sums, at such rate of interest and upon such 
other terms and conditions as the Governor in Council may approve, such sum or sums 
‘of money as may be required, but not to exceed in the whole the sum of one hundred 
million dollars, for— 

(a) paying maturing loans and obligations of Canada; 

(b) carrying on of public works authorized by Parliament; and, 

(c) meeting expenditures for general purposes authorized by Parliament. 

2. That when securities issued under this proposed legislation have been pledged 
as security for a loan, and the loan has been paid off and the pledge redeemed, the 
securities shall not be deemed to have been extinguished, but shall be deemed to be 
still alive, and may be reissued and sold or pledged as if the former pledging had 
not taken place. ; 

3. That the principal raised by way of loan under this proposed legislation and 
the interest thereon shall be charged upon and payable out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. 

Whereupon, Sir Thomas White, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informea' of the 
subject-matter of the said proposed Resolutions, recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole to-morrow to con- 
sider the said proposed Resolutions. 


Sir Robert Borden, for Mr. Ballantyne, moved, That the House do go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolutions :— 

That it is expedient to bring in a measure,— 

1. To constitute and appoint a Board of Harbour Commissioners for the Port 
and Harbour of Saint John in the province of New Brunswick. 

2. To empower the Corporation of the City of Saint John to transfer to His 
Majesty the property, privileges, title, interest and powers of the said City and the 
Mayor thereof, in, to and over the Harbour of Saint John and certain wharf and 
other properties; such Harbour privileges, powers and properties to be administered 
and controlled by the Harbour Commissioners. 
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3. To provide that the consideration for the transfer of the Harbour property and 
privileges to the Harbour Commissioners shall be two million dollars, payable as 
follows: The sum of one million, three hundred and forty-two thousand, seven hundrec 
and seventeen dollars and fifty- ve cents, representing the present Honded indebtedness 
of the said City in connection with Harbour development, shall be assumed and taken 
over by the Harbour Commissioners and that’ it shall pay the interest on the said 
bond's and the value of the same as they mature; and for the balance, that is to say, 
the sum of six hundred and fifty-seven thousand, two hundred and eighty-two dollars 
and forty-five cents, the Harbour Commissioners shall issue to the said City its 
debentures payable at the end of twenty-five years from the day of issue and bearing 
interest at the rate of five per centum per annum, payable half yearly, which debentures 
the Harbour Commissioners are to be authorized to issue, and the payment of 
which debentures and interest shall, if the Harbour Commissioners fail to pay 
the same, be paid by His Majesty; and the assumption of the said bonded indebtedness 
by the Harbour Commissioners and the issue of the said debentures by the Harbour 
Commissioners of the said City shall be deemed to be payment in full for the Harbour, 
Harbour property, rights, rents and privileges to be conveyed as aforesaid. 

4. That the elevator, the property of His Majesty, and all wharves, the property 
of His Majesty in the right of His Government of Canada, within the limits of the 
Harbour of Saint John as defined in the proposed Act, shall be administered and con- 
trolled by the said Harbour Commissioners, upon the Harbour Commissioners paying 
in consideration thereof to the Minister of Finance of Canada the cost of construction 
thereof, and also paying to the said Minister interest at the rate of three and one- 
half per centum per annum upon the said amount, or such portion thereof as remains 
unpaid, until the whole of the said sum is paid. 

Whereupon, Sir Robert Borden, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of the 
subject-matter of the said proposed Resolutions, recommends them to the House. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole to-morrow to con- 
sider the said proposed Resolutions. 


The Bill No. 131, An Act for the promotion of Technical Education in Canada,

PRAYERS: 


Mr. Cronyn from the Special Committee appointed to consider the maiter of 
development in Canada of Scientific Research, presented the following as their Second 
Report :— 

During the course of their inquiry your Committee held nine sittings and heard 
some fifteen witnesses, among whom were men eminent throughout this continent for 
scientific knowledge and attainments, Your Committee also received and considered 
a number of resolutions and communications addressed to them by Boards of Trade, 
Associations, etc., and as well had placed before them a copious supply of addresses 
and official reports dealing with the subject, issuec! in this and other countries. After 
hearing the said witnesses, and upon consideration of the who'e question your Com- 
mittee beg to report that Scientific Research in Canada requires and deserves generous 
encouragement and financial support from the Dominion Government. In no better 
way can the natural resources of our country be made available with the same degree 
of celerity and certainty, nor can our native industries achieve their proper posit on 
in the markets of the world unless given the advantages accruing from scientific 
research and discovery. 

Those great industrial nations, Great Britain, the United States and Germany, 
for many years have recognized the need of national research and thave aided the same 
by large grants of public monies. Two, at least, of the three countries mentioned 
are to-day expending vastly increased sums towards that end, while other nations, 
including France, Japan and our sister Dominions, are preparing to take action along 
similar lines. ’ 

_ In Canada the Dominion Government some time ago, through the scientific 
branches of its various departments entered upon the field of scientific research. 
Under the sanction of the Research Council Act of 1917 and by means of the Honor- 
ary Advisory Council for Scientific and Industrial Research appointed thereunder, 
a preliminary and highly necessary survey of the above field has been made. Assist- 
ance has also been afforded through this body to a comparatively limited number of 


scientific investigations. 
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Your Committee feel that the time has arrived when further steps must be taken 
and additional financial support be available if this country desires to make a proper 
use of its potential assets and to attain or maintain its standing in the common- 
wealth of nations. 

The attention of your Committee has been directed to the fact that there does 
not exist in this country any institution corresponding to the Bureau of Standards 
at Washington. As a result, Canada is dependent om the neighbouring republic or 
on other countries for information and guidance in matters which vitally concern 
her industries. A study of the evidence submitted will convince any impartial 
student of the weakness of our position in this regard and of the need for a speedy 
remetly. Your Committee, therefore, recommend to the consideration of the Govern- 
ment the establishment of a Dominion Bureau of Standards. 

Your Committee further recommend that concerted and continued efforts be 
made to place before the people of Canada the facts regarding scientific research and the 
far-reaching advantages to be derived from national support thereto.. It is plain that 
outside of a limited circle even the best informed and most influential citizens are 
sadly lacking in knowledge on this important subject. 

While your Committee, as above stated, are unanimous as to the need of 
co-operation and national support of Scientific Research, yet a majority of its mem- 
bers, owing to the lack of time and pressure of other parliamentary duties, feels they 
have been unable to so consider and digest the evidence adduced and the other 
material brought to their attention as to advise the House at this time what may be 
the best methods of aiding and encouraging ‘Scientific Research throughout ‘Canada. 

Your Committee would therefore recommend that the Committee should be 
re-appointed as early as possible next session to give further consideration to this 
matter, and to prepare to the House for consideration proposals dealing therewith: 

Your Committee further recommend that their proceedings submitted ‘herewith 
be printed forthwith for distribution, and be also printed in the appendix to the 
Journals of this session and that Rule 74 in relation thereto, be suspended.

(v) weights and measures inspectors; (w) Indian agents; (x) colonization and immi- 
gration agents; (y) railway officials and specialists; (z) parliamentary officers. If 
so, what are their special qualifications in every such branch. 
' 4. Whether the so-called experts have been supplied by the Government with 
‘special data leading to the restoration of normal conditions of living in order to base 
their re-classification upon past normal conditions of living, as mentioned in the 
“ Foreword ” of said re-classification. 

5. Whether it is on the base of normal conditions of living that they have deter- 
mined the maximum of Civil Service Commissioners and Secretary to $8,000 and 
$5,400, respectively, thus granting them an increase varying from 25 per cent to 60 
per cent, whilst they have reduced lower salaries by the same percentage. 

6. Whether the same so-called experts are entrusted with the ranging of the 
so-called “ war bonus” which, nearly a year after the war is over, is still promised to 
civil servants to relieve them from the onus of the war time. 

7. Salary. per day, living allowance, travelling and other expenses of each of said 
so-called experts. 

8. From what date they have been working for the Civil Service Commission of 
‘Canada; and when they are expected to finish their work. 

9. Estimated total cost of the re-classification of the Civil Service of Canada 
by the so-called experts, including (a) the salary of various officials, steno- 
eraphers, typewriters and other departmental employees who have helped them from 
the beginning of their undertaking; (b) the cost of stationery furnished to the above- 
mentioned experts; (c) the cost of renting, lighting, heating and furnishing the rooms 
they occupy from the commencement of their working for the Civil Service of 
Canada; (d) the cost of printing done by the Canadian Government Printing Bureau 
for the experts’ purposes; (e) all incidental expenses incurred in connection with such 
te-classification of the Civil Service of Canada.

Sir Thomas White, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the 
House,—Copies of Orders in Council respecting the quantity and price of newsprint 
to be furnished by the manufacturers to the publishers in Canada, from the 7th 
February, 1917, to 11th November, 1918, inclusive. 


On motion of Sir Thomas White, the House resokved to go into Committee of 
the Whole, to-morrow, to consider the following proposed resolutions :—

1. That the powers, jurisdiction and authority of the Commissioner and Con-

- determine after the declaration of peace all matters pending before and not finally 
determined by it upon the date of such declaration; and that the powers, jurisdiction 
and authority of the said Tribunal should be further extended to such extent as may 
be necessary to enable it to hear and finally determine all matters and questions 
brought before it subsequent to the declaration of peace on appeal from any act done 
by or order or decision of the Commissioner and Controller under the provisions of 
the foregoing resolution. 


3. That except for the purpose of finally completing all matters undertaken and 
determining all questions arising prior to the declaration of peace, the powers, 
authority and jurisdiction of the said Commissioner and Controller of Paper of the 
said Paper Control Tribunal shall cease upon the declaration of peace.

PRAYERS: 


Mr. Steele, from the Special Committee appointed to consider the possibility of 
reducing or rearranging the Staffs of the Inside Civil Service, with a view of secur- 
ing the greatest efficiency with the minimum number of employees, presented the 
following as their Fifth Report :— 

Your Committee has held Eighteen meetings, at which twenty-eight witnesses 
were heard. These included deputy ministers, heads of important branches and 
officers of the Civil Service organizations. 

Lack of time prevented the investigation being as thorough as could be desired, 
but from the evidence submitted your Committee finds, 

1. That overmanning in the Inside Service exists to a considerable degree in 
many of the Departments, 

2. That leave of absence is permitted and practised to an unreasonable extent, as 
may be readily seen by reference to the reports regarding absence of employees filed 
with your Committee, abstracts from which follow:—

The total days absence for the whole service, not including the temporary 
employees in the Department of Militia and Defence are 94,633, or an average of 
12-7 days. 

The above absence is in addition to the three weeks’ vacation and all statutory 
holidays allowed under the Act. 

From the above it will be seen that with a few exceptions the average absence 
is very high. In the Department of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establishment the average is 
only 4 days. A return from the Canadian National Railways office staf with 885 
employees, gives the average days absence for the staff at 3-95 days. The evidence 
of witnesses indicated that under no ordinary circumstances should the average 
exceed 5 days per employee per year. Means should be taken by Deputy Ministers 
and heads of branches to remedy this abuse. 

3. That the method of dismissal provided by Section 28 of the Act is too formal 
and difficult of accomplishment to lead to the results which no doubt were con- 
templated when the section was adopted, and in consequence the efficiency of the Ser- 
vice is impaired. 

4. Statements filed with your Committee and the evidence adduced at the various 
meetings indicate that over 100 employees are, through ineréasing years, unable to 
render efficient service, but in the absence of any provision for superannuation there 
appears to be no. way of retiring them without hardship, having in view the many 
years of faithful service rendered. In view of this, and from the evidence heard apart 
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altogether from this feature, your Committee recommend that a general scheme of 
ae should be devised and put into operation with as little delay as pos- 
sible. 

5. In view of the limited time for prosecuting the inquiry your Committee 
recommend that a similar Committee be appointed at the next Parliamentary Session 
to continue the investigation. 

In conclusion your committee beg to recommend that their proceedings and the 
evidence taken by the Committee submitted herewith, be printed as an appendix to 
the Journals.

Your Committee have considered the Bill No. 179 (Letter A4 of the Senate), 
intituled: “An Act for the relief of Margery Berridge Grey,” and have agreed to 
report the same without any amendment. 

Owing to the advanced stage of the session Your Committee recommend that 
the said Bill be placed on the Order Paper this day immediately after Routine Pro- 
ceedings for consideration in ‘Committee of the Whole, and further that all additional 
charges paid on the Bill be refunded. 


On motion of Mr. Richardson, it was ordered, That in accordance with the recom- 
mendation contained in the Tenth Report of the Select Standing Committee on 
Miscellaneous Private Bills, Bill No. 179 (Letter A4 of the Senate), intituled: “ An 
Act for the relief of Margery Berridge Grey,” be placed’ on the Order Paper this day 
immediately after Routine Proceedings for consideration in Committee of the Whole. 


On motion of Mr. Richardson, it was ordered, That in accordance with the 
recommendation contained in the Tenth Report of the Select Standing Committee 
on Miscellaneous Private Bills all additional charges paid on Bill No. 179 (Letter 
A4 of the Senate), intituled: “An Act for the relief of Margery Berridge Grey,” 
be refunded. 


Mr. Maclean (Halifax), a Member of the King’s Privy Council, for Sir Thomas 
White, delivered a Message from His Excellency the Governor General, which was 
read by the Speaker, as follows :—

Mr. Burrell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, presented—Return to an 
Order of the House of the 19th May, 1919, for a copy of all correspondence, memor- 
anda, reports, plans and estimates relating to the construction of the retaining wall, 
along the shore of the St. Lawrence River, opposite the village of St. François-Xavier 
de Batiscan, in the County of Champlain. 


Also,—Return to an Order of the House of the 9th June, 1919, for a copy of all 
documents, telegrams and correspordence between the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture and the Department of Agriculture of Prince Edward Island, or any person 
or persons in the Maritime Provinces, relating in any way to the Maritime Seed 
Fair, held in Summerside, Prince Edward Island, in 1918. 


Also,—Return to an Order of the House of the 23rd April, 1919, for a copy of 
all correspondence and other documents exchanged between the Government or any 
Member thereof, or any Department or Commission thereof, and the Board of Pen- 
sion Commissioners or any Member thereof, relative to appointments to the staff of 
the Board of Pension Commissioners by the Civil Service Commission.

On motion of Mr. Richardson, the said Bill was considered in Committee of the 
Whole, reported without amendment, read the third time and passed. 


The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider a proposed Resolu- 
tion to amend the Dominion Elections Act.

Resolved, That it is expedient to provide in the proposed Act to amend the 
- Dominion Elections Act, (Bill 178), now before the House, that the compensation of 
revising officers, registrars, enumerators, and all other officers and persons engaged in 
or about the preparation and revision of lists, and all expenses consequent thereupon 
or authorized by the said proposed Act, shall be paid out of any unappropriated 
moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada, but such sums as shall be 
determined by the Governor in Council and no more shall be allowed or paid for such 
services and expenses. 


Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in, and 
referred to the Committee of the Whole on Bill No. 178, An Act to amend the 
Dominion Elections Act. 
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The Order being read for the second reading of Bill No. 178, An Act to amend 
the Dominion Elections Act; 

Sir Robert Borden moved, That the said Bill be now read a second time. 

And a Debate arising thereon, the said Debate was, on motion of Mr. Meighen, 
adjourned to be resumed this day. 


The Order being read for the consideration of the amendments made by the 
Senate to the Bill No. 78, An Act to amend the Criminal Code (Sexual Offences) ; 
: Mr. Meighen moved, That this House do concur in amendments 1, 2 and 3 made 
by the Senate to Bill 78, An Act to amend the Criminal Code (Sexual Offences), and 
to the 4th amendment in so far as concerns Clauses four and six thereby proposed to 
be added to the said Bill, but does not concur in Clause 5 thereby proposed to be 
added. The reason for such non-concurrence is that if Clauses 1, 2 and 3 of the 
said Bill are to effectively deter persons from committing the offences against girls 
therein defined the comparative culpability of the parties concerned cannot be con- 
sidered. 

And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Meighen, a Message was ordered to be sent to the Senate to 
acquaint their Honours therewith. 


By leave of the House, 

Sir Thomas White moved, That the House do now return to Motions under 
Routine Proceedings; which was agreed to.

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By leave of the House,— 
Sir Thomas White moved, That the House do now return to Presenting Reports 
by Standing and Select Committees, under Routine Proceedings; which was agreed to. 


Mr. Douglas (Strathcona), for Mr. Nicholson (Algoma), from the Special Com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose of inquiring forthwith as to the prices charged 
throughout Canada for foodstuffs, clothing, fuel, and other necessaries of life, and 
as to rates of profit made thereon by dealers and others concerned in their production, 
distribution and sale, also as to rentals of dwelling houses in industrial centres of 
Canada and rates of return of capital invested therein, etc., presented the following 
as their Third and final Report :— 

Your Committee, since the 26th day of June last, when their second report was 
presented to the House, have held twelve sessions and have heard and considered 
evidence given under ‘oath by several persons representing milling, elevator and cold 
storage companies, grain producers and dealers, retail coal dealers, woollen manu- 
flacturers, wholesale jobbers in provisions, groceries and fruit, and others who are 
responsible in commercial transactions as to spread of profits, distribution and sale of 
staple commodities pertaining to foodstuffs, clothing, fuel and other mecessaries of 
life, and from whom further records were requested which your Committee have not 
yet received. 

In respect to the questions of rentals of dwelling houses in industrial centres of 
Canada and as to the rates of return of capital invested therein, which the House 
also ordered to be inquired into, your Committee have not been able to give these two 
questions any attention owing to the session drawing to a close. 

Throughout the forty-eight sessions which your Committee have held witnesses 
were examined under oath upon a wide range of general commodities beginning with 
what in their judgment was most important, namely, such necessaries as meat and 
meat products, butter, eggs, flour, groceries, clothing, boots and shoes, and fuel; 
tracing these up through the process of production, manufacture and distribution, 
in order that they might establish the spread between the cost of production and the 
cost to the consumer, determining if possible whether this was too great or not. 

The investigations of your Committee have not covered as wide a range as would 
have been possible had we had more time at our disposal. Your Committee have, 
however, reached certain conclusions which they believe will assist in establishing a 
correct understanding of these matters, and that may be of material value in directing 
the attention of Parliament and country to the real cause for the present abnormal 
cost of living as well as pointing out-a way by which any existing abuses may be 
corrected. These conclusions are :— 

1. That so far as your Committee are able to discern no material reduction in 

the cost of such commodities as above indicated can be expected, except by increasing 
the volume at a lower cost of production or by lowering the cost of distribution. 
2. Your Committee do not presume to say that, there are no cases of undue infla- 
tion in prices, or of profiteering, but in the main it was their opinion that having in 
mind the service which the consuming public demand, the margin between the actual 
cost of production and what the consumer pays for such commodities is reasonably 
narrow. 

3. In their investigations your Committee took the base cost paid to the farmer 
for such commodities as beef, cattle, hogs, lamb, dairy products, eggs, ete. Upon 
examining this phase of the subject your (Committee had before them representatives 
of the Department of Labour, the Bureau of Statistics, the Superintendent of the 
Experimental Farm, the Assistant Live-Stock Commissioner, a professor from the 
Agricultural College at Guelph, representatives of the United Farmers of Ontario, 


_dairymen, packers, cold-storage men, millers, grain dealers, co-operative organiza- 


tions, officials of stock yards and commission merchants; and, on the strength of 
the evidence received your Committee desire to state that the production cost of these 


is ieee 
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articles, namely, the price paid to the farmer, is from 100 per cent to 115 per cent 
greater than it was five years ago. The prices of hogs have increased by 125 per cent 
on an average; beef cattle, 110 to 125 per cent; dairy products on the butter fat basis 
and eggs from 100 to 110 per cent above normal. Your Committee have considered 
the possibility of effecting some relief at this point, either (a) by fixing a price or 
(b) by placing an embargo on the export of foodstuffs. After most careful considera- 
tion your Committee are of opinion that to do either of these things would result in 
most disastrous effects, because, any effort on the part of the Government or Parlia- 
ment at price fixing or at attempting reductions in sale prices which the farmers are 
receiving, would only intensify the present difficult situation for the reason that it 
would tend to dry up the source of supply by directing the productive energy of those 
now engaged in this industry into other channels; on the other hand, were the Gov- 
ernment to place an embargo upon exports of any class of foodstuffs it would not 
only have the same effect, but the policy would be unsound on economic lines. It 
would have the effect of discouraging productive industries by restricting and limit- 
ing markets,—and surely there is nothing more obvious than the necessity of encour- 
aging to the greatest possible extent every class of production in order that through 
Canada’s exports we may be enabled to meet our world obligations and pay for the 
commodities that we must import. Moreover, the inquiry of your Committee, sup- 
ported by most reliable evidence, shows if one considers labour conditions and the 
cost of stock feed, that those engaged in the production of these lines of foodstuffs 
are not making an undue profit. 


4. One notable factor—in fact the most important in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee is the present price of wheat which has not been inquired into with sufficient 
thoroughness. For many years the Department of Agriculture has been pursuing 
inquiries as to the cost of grain production, and these will be found in certain 
annual reports from the Illustration and Demonstration Stations and Experimental 
Farms. One witness alone, a practical farmer, upon being sworn and examined, 
stated that wheat production cost $2 per bushel. An examination of Government 
results leaves the amount very much in doubt indeed, but your Committee have felt 
obliged to accept the price fixed during the past two years as final, trusting that due 
inquiries were made when this price was fixed. If means existed for a precise finding 
on this point, your Committee feel that they should have exhausted this question, 
because all other food prices in a measure are determined by the price of wheat. 
Your ‘Committee have to rest upon the authority above stated, and do not attempt 
to say whether that price is fair and just although they would add that the price as 
fixed was intended to be high enough to encourage production. While this level con- 
tinues not only will the prices of bread and all cereals continue as they are but the 
base cost of all the other food products must. continue to remain high, the reason 
being that wheat prices regulate, in a degree, the prices of staple commodities. 

5. Passing on to the spread between the base cost and what the consumer pays, 
your Committee finds that while there may have-been isolated cases of undue profits 
and other cases where poor business methods have resulted in high prices, on the 
whole the business has been carried on a margin of profit reasonably close to actual 
cost. 

6. In the abattoir and packing house business, we find that while without ques- 
tion the large companies are making a lot of money in the aggregate, they are doing 
this because of the efficiency of their methods and their large turnover, and not 
because of excessive profits on the commodities themselves.: 


7. In the milling industries the same conditions prevail. The gross margin 
covering cost of milling and the profits made is about four-fifths of one cent a pound 
of flour while the net profit averages about one-tenth of one per cent. To illustrate 
what this means it has beeen shown that a reduction of ninety cents on a barrel of 


flour would make possible a reduction of one-half cent a loaf on a one and one-half 
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pound loaf of bread, so that if all profits in this business were wiped out the possible 
reduction would be less than one-tenth of one cent on a one and one-half pound loaf 


of bread. 


7a. The same applies to dairy products and eggs. In the case of butter your 


Committee find that the creameries are taking cream from the farmers and manu- 


facturing it into butter at a gross cost of from 32 to 6 cents a pound, varying accord- 
ing to locality and the distance the cream has to be hauled. This cost covers trans- 
portation charges, manufacturing costs, boxes, marketing and any possible loss in 
collection. In this respect the evidence shows that one creamery only made any profit 
at all and that was a very narrow one. 

Tb. Your Committee also enquired into the question of cornering the market and 
in this connection it was found that no such thing prevails. There is direct and keen 
competition and any man having the money and wishing to do so can purchase direct 
from the producers any commodity he wishes, one case of eggs or one box of butter, 
etc., as the case may be. The same applies to meat products. Markets are wide open. 
Any butcher or retailer or consumer can compete in the open market with those who 
are engaged similarly. 

8. In the case of the retailer your Committee have found the spread to be greater, 
with varying results, showing undue high prices in isolated cases only. But here again, 
as in the case of foodstuffs, the operations are carried on on a margin close to the 
actual cost. In this connection the consuming public have it in their power to reduce 
the cost from 5 to-15 per cent by using some of the cheaper grades of meat products 
or by being satisfied with a less expensive service. It has been shown that in many 
parts of Canada it is becoming difficult for retail merchants to dispose of any but the 
prime cuts of meat, the result being that the less choice lines must be sacrificed. 
Special attention in this connection has been given to the matter of bacon, which is 
sold in the English market in what is- known as two Wiltshire sides, the Canadian 
market demands highly specialized grades making necessary the curing of the same 
hog in eight or ten parts and in the most expensive way and then it is only the choicest 
part that finds ready markets. These things naturally tend to a marked increase of 
the cost of the commodities actually in use. 

9. The expensive and frequent deliveries at present called for add very materially 
to the cost of the goods. Whether this can be eliminated or not is a matter that can 
-only be settled by the consuming public. 

10. With reference to the question of hoarding, your Committee had the records 
of the Cost of Living Branch of the Department of Labour, together with the evidence 
given before the Committee, and it was found that there were no instances of anything 
that could be legitimately termed as hoarding. During the past six months, it is true, 
there was in storage in Canada a large quantity of frozen beef. This, however, was 


‘a product prepared for the British Food Commission, having been ordered by that 


Commission before the signing of the Armistice and being held in storage subject to 
shipping instructions and not being a commodity marketable in Canada except to a 
limited degree. : 

11. In general groceries the inquiry of your Committee has not been sufficiently com- 
plete to enable us to deal in a comprehensive way with the subject either from the manu- 
facturing or distributing standpoint. The same applies to fruits and fish. As far as your 
Committee were able to go, the evidence points to the same general condition, namely, 
high costs of distribution with narrow net profits. In fhe wider range of general com- 
modities your Committee proceeded along the same lines as with food stuffs, beginning 
with the manufacturer and ending with the consumer. Here it was found that greater 
variations and a wider spread existed in certian places, but again production and dis- 
tribution costs seem to be the dominant factor in determining prices. Your Com- 
mittee desire in this respect to direct the attention of the House to two specific lines 
namely, boots and shoes and staple goods. In boots and shoes your Committee found 
the increase of manufacturers’ costs to be about 100 per cent with the tendency still 
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up, due to the increased price of leather and the advance in cost of labour. In this — 
line manufacturers’ profits range from almost zero to a maximum of 17 per cent. In 
staple goods the same conditions were found. Raw material and labour have brought 
manufacturers’ costs to a full 100 per cent increase in many cases, and on the whole 
the specific profit on the goods is a small factor in the cost to the ultimate consumer. 
Two cases, however, came to the notice of your Committee in these two lines of com- 
modities, where in their judgment excessive profits were taken. 

12. Coming to the matter of distribution in these lines your Committee found 
a greater spread and the cost of doing business under present conditions imposes a 
heavy burden on the consuming public. In the case of boots and shoes the goods go : 
largely direct from the factory to the retail stores where an average spread of from , 
30 to 50 per cent is made for staple lines and a much higher one in special lines. In a 
this connection your Committee desire to point out, that in all the evidence before a 
them relating to manufacturers and retailers it was made abundantly clear that the 
special or exclusive style of footwear demanded by the public tends to increase the cost ye 
in a very marked degree. It was pointed out for instance by one retailer whose gross 
margin was the lowest that came under our review that on thirty pairs of special ladies’  žě 
boots in stock in 1918 only two pairs were sold in the regular way, and the remaining 28 
pairs had to be sacrificed at a price less than cost. This instance might be multiplied 
many times in every retail store investigated. 

13. In staple goods such as woollens, cottons, etc., the spread from the factory to k, 
the retailer is about 75 per cent, namely, 15 to 25 per cent to the‘wholesaler and an i 
average of 50 per cent to the retailer. In the main the evidence shows that notwith- 
standing these high gross margins the net profit is small when computed either on’ 
capital or turnover. It does seem, however, that these costs of doing business are 
high. The elements entering into these high costs are rents, municipal taxes, and 
labour, and in investigating these your Committee found that in one place where 
rent counted for 5 per cent of the total turnover the gross rent value yielded on the 
property only produced 5 per cent on the assessed value. 

14. Fuel—tIn the case of fuel your Committee were able to investigate actual -p 
conditions in two cities only, but have closely checked the records in the Department ee 
of Labour and the Bureau of Statistics collected for the Fuel Controller, wherein it : 
was found that a marked increase in the price of coal was due to (a) increased cost i 
at the mines; (b) transportation; (c) distribution; and that the margin of profit in 
the cases investigated were véry small. 

15. In respect to leather, rubber goods, building materials, plumber’s supplies, 
general hardware and house rents your Committee regret they had not time to 
enquire into these matters. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


16. While before the war there was a steady rise in the price of commodities, 
during the war a greater advance in prices occurred, and all indications point to 
goods remaining for a considerable time, if not permanently, on a higher price level. 
Scarcity of material, and destruction due to war have partly caused this rise in price, 
but even more, the expansion in currency and credit have caused a general money 
depreciation, and as values or prices are expressed in terms of money which is really 
a quantity of counters, the doubling of the number of counters and the lessening of 
the quantity of commodities give a resultant higher price. It must be remembered 
that the expansion of bank credits has been proportioned to the increase in the prices 
of production and that the banks were called upon to furnish immensely larger sums 
to facilitate trade than in the period prior to the war. Huge dealings have been made 
possible to companies with comparatively small capital by a generous policy of 
credits on the part of the banks. The accumulation of reserves by the trading cor- 
porations of the country is a means of making us less dependent upon foreign borrow- 
ings and putting our business on a sounder basis anà no proper criticism may be 
directed to the policy of thus increasing the capital employed in business. 


oe 
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bers of people from the rural districts to the cities. This movement in Canada had 
` been in progress for some time before the war, but was then accelerated. The result 
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17. While corporations were required in peace times to make reports of their 
annual statements and these were open to publie inspection, private partnership firms 
have only been required during war time to make these returns to the Cost of Living 
Commission and the Food Board. Prior to making any such returns satisfactory 
examination of the internal trade of the country was impossible. 

18. It cannot be said that thé higher price level has become tixed. All the 
evidence is to the effect that under the present circumstances prices are unstable. 
Whether they will go higher, stand where they are, or fall, has not and apparently 
cannot be determined. 

19. The truth is that the adjustment of the changed conditions has not yet been 
achieved and any weighing of the factors affecting it in advance is impracticable. So 
many factors operating can only find their true adjustment in the actual operation of 
business. 

20. While individual prices of the present as compared with 1914 appear extrava- 
gantly high, comparison of the price of any commodity to-day with prices of other 


-= commodities of to-day presents through all classes a uniformity of increase. 


21. While the underlying conditions above referred to have increased »~i->~ the 
close attention and control by Government agencies over the country’s trade has been 
a large factor in preventing exceptional rises in some commodities and in securing 
the uniformity referred to, 

22. The Committee’s investigation has shown that many of the companies 
engaged in trade have increased their capitalization during the past five or six years 
very largely. Before the war, there had been many mergers, and very considerable 
stock-watering and a steady increase in prices have enabled corporations to make large 
profits and bring inflated issues to the dividend-bearing stage. Some of the profiteer- 
ing was inevitable through the increase in value of stocks held, and justifiable in view 
of subsequent expected depreciation of the value of stock when adjustment takes 
place. Those companies which have built up reserves without capitalizing their earn- 
ings may justify upon the course they have followed. Yet with this allowance, the 
fact remains that in many businesses the profits have been very high, and required 
that the Government should, take cognizance of the situation. Your Committee in 
their second report therefore recommended to the House the establishment of a Board 
of Commerce having powers of regulation and control of the present abnormal situa- 
tion. 

23. Individual cases of high profits have been discovered, but these are probably 
no more numerous or excessive than during ordinary times of peace. In some cases 
these are due to war orders, in other cases to speculation and efficiency, and again 
in other cases to a favored condition and greed. 

24. The Committee desire to point out that some of the responsibility for higher 
living costs, in their opinion rests upon the consumer’s wasteful buying, as for 
example, in the case of meats. The ordering of household supplies by telephone 
where the usual habit is to order the best may be mentioned as another case; and 
this has a distinct relationship to the third, namely, -delivery, costs. These are no 
doubt run up by an indiscriminate use of the telephone in making several orders to 
the retailer in the course of a day. During the period of high wages which attended 
the increase in prices the public has been demanding a high class of goods of all 
descriptions, which is a matter entirely within the control of consumers. Lack of 
diligence in buying is also a factor in increasing living costs. 

25. The Committee feel that the industrial expansion due to munition making 
in Canada is another cause of high prices. The big wages offered drew large num- 


has been a scarcity of labour on the.farms, and some very considerable reduction in 
the production of the farms. Many of these people are loth to return to farming 
and there is consequently labour congestion in the cities. There may be no way to 
correct this condition, but the stern alternatives presented by a business depression. 
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REMEDIES, 


26. The Board of Commerce.—Y our Committee in their interim report recomnien- 
ded the constitution of a Board of Commerce, which would continue and extend the 
work done not only by this committee but by the various controls which the Govern- 
ment have put into operation during the war. The publicity given to the investigations 
of such a board will have a steadying effect. Its powers of regulation applied to trade 
practices and agreements will speed reform, and large questions of policy where trade 
tends to combinations and restrictions may be submitted to the board for advisory 
action. 

27. Co-operation—Your committee also inquired into the question of co-operation 
and had before them representatives of several co-operative bodies and in each case the 


evidence given was to the effect that great difficulty was experienced in securing goods 


direct from the manufacturers and wholesalers. While your committee had not suffi- 
cient time to warrafit definite conclusions they are of the opinion that the question of 
co-operative buying and distribution should be carefully investigated for the reason 
that in all lines investigated the greatest spread was found to have occurred in the 
distribution from the manufacturer to the consumer. 

28. The specific remedy for these conditions can only be expressed in general 
terms :—Get our men back into productive industry as rapidly as possible. Every war 
in the past has resulted in greatly increased prices of commodities and the only way in 
which nations have been able to rehabilitate themselves in the post-war periods has 
been by intensive application to productive industry. Having said this, your committee 
do not feel that they should leave the subject without strongly urging what they 
consider to be the paramount necessity at the present time, namely: the need of getting 
our people to see the situation as it is. Canada must get more men into productive 
activity if our people are going to cope with the conditions now confronting them. 
Your committee desire to emphasize the need of united effort in order to restore the 
waste of the last five years so that Canada may be brought back to normal conditions. 
In the final analysis the solution of the whole problem rests in a willingness on the part 
of all the Canadian people to seize and make use of the splendid opportunities before 
them. 

Your Committee, in accordance with the Resolution passed by this House on the 
30th day of May last, have engaged the services of accountants and necessary assistants 
in order to expedite the inquiry for which they were then appointed. Their accounts 
have been presented to the Committee, were found reasonable and were approved. Your 
Committee recommend that they be paid. 

Your Committee, in submitting this report for the consideration of the House and 
the Government also append hereto a copy of the evidence which has been printed from 
day to day for the use of the Committee, and do recommend that the remaining copies 
be bound under a paper cover for distribution to the members of the House together 
with a table of contents to be prepared by the Clerk of the Committee, also to contain 
the second and third reports presented tc the House and the statements or records 
which have been ordered printed as an appendix to the evidence given by the witnesses 
who submitted the said statements or records at the request of your Committee. 

Your Committee also recommend that their reports, the evidence taken and the 


statements or records submitted in connection therewith, be also printed as an Appen- | 


dix to the Journals of 1919, and that Rule 74 in relation thereto be suspended.

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Your Managers beg to report that three proposals were made at the conference

1. That the legislation should be in force for one year from the 11th of Novem- 
þer, 1918, being the date of the Armistice; 

2. That the legislation should be in force until the end of the present fiscal year, 
that is to say, the 31st March, 1920; 

3. That the Bill as passed by the House of Commons be concurred in with a 
proviso that upon the application of the Lieutenant Governor in Council of any prov- 
ince to the Governor in Council asking that an order of the Governor in Council be 
made repealing the regulations incorporated in the Bill with respect to such province 
after peace has been proclaimed, or after such date thereafter as may be stated in 
such application, the Governor in (Council should make such order; and that upon ` 
the making of the order the regulations and any amendments thereto should not 
apply to or be in force in such province, or with respect to such province or any 
business ‘therein, after peace had been proclaimed or after such date thereafter as

Mr. Meighen moved, That this House do insist on its disagreement to Clause 5 
of the 4th amendment made by the Senate to Bill No. 78, ‘An Act to amend the 
Criminal Code (Sexual Offences). 

And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


On motion of Mr. Meighen, a Message was ordered to be sent to the Senate to 
acquaint their Honours therewith. 


_ Mr. Burrell, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the House,— 
Ordinances of the Yukon Territory passed by the Yukon Council in the year 1919. 


On motion of Sir Robert Borden, seconded by Mr. McKenzie, it was Resolved :— 

That the Thanks of this House be given to the General Officer Commanding, 
to the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of the Canadian Army Corps 
and to the other Canadian Military Forces, and also to the Women in the Canadian 
Medical Services and other Services auxiliary thereto, for the unflinching courage, 
the steadfastness, and the skill with which throughout the War they served the cause 
of their Country and Empire in circumstances of unexampled hardship, and for their 
splendid contribution to the final victory of right and liberty. 

- That the Thanks of this House be given to the Officers, Petty Officers and Men 
of the Royal Canadian Naval Service and the Royal Canadian Naval Air Service for 
their services in guarding the shores of Canada and in preserving the sea communi- 
cations upon which the commerce of the Dominion and the maintenance of the Forces 
in the field depended. 

That the Thanks of this House be accorded to those Canadians who served in 
other than Canadian units, whether in the British Naval, Military or Air Forces, or 
elsewhere, for the determination and fortitude with which they thus upheld their 
Empire’s cause with such credit to their Country’s name.

“The Commons of Canada have voted Supplies required to enable the Govern- 
ment to defray certain expenses of the Public Service. 

“In the name of the Commons, I present to Your Excellency the following 
Bills :— 

“An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for the public 
service of the financial year ending the 31st March, 1920. 

“An Act to authorize the raising, by way of loan, of certain sums of money for 
the publie service. 


“To which Bills I humbly retyuest Your Excellency’s assent.” 

To these Bills the Clerk of the Senate, by command of His Excellency the 
Governor General, did thereupon say :— 

“In His Majesty’s name, His Excellency the Governor General thanks His Loyal 
Subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents-to these Bills.” 


After which His Excellency the Governor General was pleased to close the Second 
Session of the Thirteenth Parliament of the Dominion of Canada, with the following 
Speech :— 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate: 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


The Peace Conference at Paris is approaching the conclusion of its labours which 
have already resulted in the acceptance by Germany of the Treaty signed at Versailles 
on the 28th June last. Terms of Peace have been presented to the Plenipotentiaries 


; 
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of Austria and are in course of preparation for presentation to the representatives of 
the other nations with which we have been at war. Authentic copies of all these 
Treaties will be received by my advisers in due course, after which they will be pre- 
sented to both Houses of Parliament at a session specially convened for the purpose. 

The status of the British Dominions at the Peace Conference was adequately 
recognized in the place accorded to their representatives in its proceedings. The 
Peace Conference was attended by the Prime Minister and others of my advisers; 
and the Treaty of Peace with Germany was signed by two Canadian Plenipotentiaries 
to whom, in accordance with recent developments in constitutional relations, powers 
necessary for that purpose were issued by His Majesty upon the recommendation of 
‘my advisers, 

The effects of the terrible and disastrous conflict in which the world has been 
involved during the past five years are manifest in the disturbance of normal con- 
ditions and in the widespread unrest which have been so marked in many countries. 
While our own Dominion has not been wholly free from those tendencies, we are 
fortunate in finding them less serious than in many other countries. It is hoped 
that the final conclusion of Peace will do much to quiet unrest and lead the people 
of the world once more into the path of orderly pursuit and peaceful purpose. 

Having regard to the necessity of avoiding industrial disturbance and with a 
view to ensuring more stable relations and a better understanding between employers 
and employed, my advisers intend to summon in the early future a representative 
conference for friendly and intimate discussion of such questions, and for the con- 
sideration of the report of the Industrial Relations Commission and of the proposals 
therein set forth. 

Almost the entire Canadian Expeditionary Force has now returned to our shores 
and the task of demobilization has proceeded with much greater expedition than was 
at first believed to be possible. The work of assisting the returned men in vocational 
training and in settling upon the land has made rapid advances, and it is believed that 
in this respect Canada stands second to no country in the world. 


The volume of legislation enacted at the present session has been both compre- 
hensive and important. The measures respecting Soldiers’ Settlement, Pensions, 
Combines and Monopolies, Technical Education, Construction and Improvement of 
Highways, and Public Health are especially noteworthy. Equally important are the 
Bankruptey Act, the measure authorizing the establishment of an Air Board for the 
control of aeronautics and the Act providing for the operation of the Canadian 
National Railways. I trust that these and other important measures which you have 
considered and approved will be attended with marked advantage to the public 
interest.
